Zionism in England, 


Tue.report of the Annual Conference of the English Zionist . 


Federation is not easy reading. For the proceedings. were much 
confused. There was a lack of consistency in thought and con- 


centration of purpose, for which, perhaps, the Delegates were not to 


blame. Apart from the strange manner in which the meeting was con- 


ducted, and the stranger way in which it conducted itself, there was — 


evidence throughout of a striking fissiparousness hardly compatible 


with federation. Why “ workers" of other Zionist institutions, who . 
presumably were not delegates to the Conference, were allowed to — 


vote, and thereby add yet another confusing element to a somewhat 
_ whaotic state of affairs, we cannot tell. It could not have been in 


order to weight the balance ina certain direction, in view of the ° 


elections to Office that were made, because Dr. DAICHES declared that 


nt least one class of this mixed multitude had voted at Conferences — 


before. The dictum of that gentleman, that the fact he mentioned 
"made that rule part and parcel of the constitution ” of the Federa- 


tion, ‘is one of the most remarkable we have heard proceed from one 
learned in the law—in fact in two laws. The general desire of the Con- _ 


ference seems to have been for re-organisation, but the need is clearly 
for organisation, pure, simple and elemental, What, hgwever, ¥ was even 


more evident, was the want of concerted objective among the dele- 
gates ; and the reason for this is not far to seek. It arises from the 
many “ Zionisms’”’ that are tolerated by the leaders of the Movement 
(and even encouraged by some), and so long as this policy exists, it 
is but natural that men and women should find it impossible to 
federate in spirit, compared with which federation in name is of 
next to no account. Let us give just one recent instance of what is 
going on in the Movement of which the English Zionist Federation 
ought to be a most important element. A few days ago the Execu- 
tive entertained at a private luncheon Mr. FELIX WARBURG of New 
York, and many notables were gathered to pay him honour. . Yet, 
according to the “Jewish Telegraphic Agency,’ Mr. WARBURG, in the 
course of the inevitable interview which marks the journeying o+ 
the home-coming of all Americans of consequence, declared that his 
ideal of Jewish strivings in Palestine was the working out of “a 
successful and comfortable (sic) colony’! Now Mr. WARBURG, as a 
man and as a Jew, deserves every mark of distinction that can be 
showered upon him, for he is a splendid philanthropist and 
remarkably public-spirited. But why the Zionist Organisation 
should show their appreciation of the opinions he holds is alto- 
gether another matter. Let us, however, do them the credit in this 
matter of saying that they had evidently good reason for not making 
the gathering a public function. There is a Turkish proverb 
which bids us-look for disintegration at the head, and we should 
advise those Zionists in this country who are not altogether 
gratified by what occurred at the Federation Conference, and there 
must be very many of them, to bear this adage in mind, English 
Zionists, however, are not alone in feeling the effects of the policy 
pursued at Headquarters. A conference of Zionists in America, 
held the other day, exhibited the same indications of not knowing 
where they are. ‘That is serious for the Movement, which quite under. 
standibly relies to the extent it does on American material support, 
but the English Federation, because it is, or should be, the organised 
effort of Zionists in the country of the Mandate, is in a moral sense 
not a whit less important than the American body. It. was for that 
reason, and for another we mentioned that may become a very 
important consideration, that we hailed with no small satisfaction 
the opportunity of securing the services of Mr. JOSEPH COWEN as 
President. For there is no Zionist in this country with a more 
intimate and long experience of the Movement. The meeting on 
Sunday rejected his candidature, and although we think it was a 
mistake, we feel bound to say that the acceptance of the office by 
Mr. GUEDALDA, baving regard to his many literary and parliamentary 
pre-occupations, is no small evidence of his desire to serve the 
Cause of Zionism, which is greatly to his credit. We hope he will 
be successful in bringing the English Zionist Federation some- 


where near to the standard in the Movement it ought to occupy, 


but never has. None will be more pleased at his success in thig 
direction, we feel sure, than those who ventured to doubt his ability 
for the work when compared with that of his opponent in the 
candidature in which Mr. GUEDALEA so strikingly succeeded, 


Freemasons and Our Hospital. 

CONSISTENTLY with the finest traditions of their splendid Order, 
Jewish Freemasons have done an act of benevolence of the utmost 
credit to them in endowing a ward in the Jewish Hospital. Perhaps 
on the whole the thought of doing this true charity calls for the 
chief praise, but it has been evidently no easy task to accomplish. 
Freemasons, like all others known to be beneficently inclined, 
have many calls on their goodness. It must, therefore, have 
taken hard and sirenuous work to have brought the thought to 
practical fruition, and for this too much praise cannot be accorded 
to Dr. J. BuRNFORD and his fellow-craftsmen. ‘There is, to be sure, 
something singularly appropriate in this particular benevolent gift. 
For tradition fixes the origin of Freemasonry to a Jewish source, 
and no form of kindly consideration for others is dearer to Jews 
than that which brings healing to the afflicted poor. Moreover, in 
this instance the well-doing is on behalf of a Jewish institution 
which is as wide and catholic in its labours as is Freemasonry itself, 
in the viet it takes of theduty of helping and aiding all without the 
remotest reservation or qualification, save their: needs and the 
capacity to help. The endowment of the Ward, which was 
inaugurated religiously and socially on Sunday, marks a yet 
further advance in the appreciation by the public of the 
Jewish Hospital. Indeed, it is rapidly taking its place as

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one of the foremost of the communal efforts in the Metropolis. 
And yet it is not much more than at the beginning of the splendid 
labour of love of which such-an institution, adequately supported, is 
capable. What it has accomplished up till now, and what it is now 
doing, are such as to render it invaluable. But its potentialities 
are even greater by far, and that ®%& a point that should not be lost 
sight of when such an excellent piece of work as that of the Free- 
masons has been completed. For in such circumstances we are all 
apt to rest and be thankful, forgetting what there is still for us to 


do of which we are capable. 


The Eclipse. 


THERE is, assuredly, nothing specifically Jewish in the phenom- 
enon that engaged such widespread attention on Wednesday 
morning. Unless pegpaps it be regarded as symbolical of the hiding 
the screening of the sun of knowledge 
from 


of light that is in mankind 
and reason by the darkness of ignorance and prejudice. 
that process Jews bave suffered rather more than other peoples 
throughout history. Unhappily an eclipse in this sense has been a 
far more frequent occurrence than has been that of the sun; but 
never with us hus our darkening reached totality. Always a streak, 
if only small, of the Jewish luminary has been visible to those with 
eves to see tt, and again and again, when obscurity seemed sodense and 
asifit would remain permanent, it has given way much more speedily 
than was expected to the warmth and the effulgence of Judaism. 
There must, however, have been an attraction for Jews, as for all 
religionists, in the eclipse. It must have impressed all who beheld it 
withthe unfathomable wonder ofcreationand the marvellous ordering 
of the universe. What must almost equally have appealed to them 
was the minute exactness of science which could tell in advance, to 
the moment, when the various phases of the passing of moon across 
sun would occur, and the implicit reliance with which it could 
depend upon the absolule punctuality of the heavenly bodies... The 
meet.ng of the two great orbs was almost precisely to time. That is an 
example which, we fear, it 1s too much to hope SsOTHe Jews, to whom 
its ould be of much value, will appreciate and be guided by.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


A Non-Jewish View. 


By Mentor. 


LITTLE while before the outbreak of the war, a book was 
published entitled “The Hapsburg Monarchy.’ Its author 
was Mr. Wickham Steed, who was then the representative 

_ Of THe Times in Vienna. He was subsequently for some 

years Editor of that great journal, and is now editing the Revirw or 

REVirws, which he is fast bringing into a foremost place among 

monuthly magazines. He 


is a man of keen insight and a wide 
knowledge of men and things. I recollect how. when his book 
appeared, [I brought round about me a very hornet’s nest of 
imprecation because I said that there was nothing in what Mr. 
Steed had written that could reasonably be termed anti-Semitic or 
anti-Jewish. He made, it is true, some unpleasant observations 
about Jews, but they concerned unpleasant Jews—Jews whose 
conduct and lives are as unamiable to most of our people as they 


are to non-Jews. This did not seem. to me in the least to justify 


the charge made against Mr. Steed of anti-Semitism. I am one of 
the last who would urge Jews constantly to think of “what will 


? 
the non-Jews Say < Of infinitely more consequence 1s the verdict 
of their own consciences, inspired by the. Jewish point of view. 


But that is no reason, as I know is the way of so many 


Jews, to denounce as anti-Jewish every expression of opinion’ 


that does not laud and praise all and singular of our race. 
There was nothing in Mr. Steed’s book in reference to Jews 
that was not true and that it was not desirable for Jews 
to know. The assertion which Mr. Steed therein made ‘that 
“The Jewish problem is one of the great problems of the 
world, and no man, be he a writerepolitician, or diplomatist, can be 
considered mature until he has striven to face it squarely on its 
merits,” is not the sentiment of an anti-Semite. Nor can the view 
he expressed about the Jewish question be thought to be anti- 
Jewish, when he observed : 

Approached from the historico-religious standpoint, the Jewish 
question is inextricably complicated and, despite its thrilling interest, 
is apt to prove insoluble. It needs to be approached practically. in 
the light of direct experience of Jews both as individuals and in the 
mass. When such experience has been acquired, the Jewish and the 
Christian Scriptures are seen to glow with new light ; the language of 
the Prophets becomes intelligible; the flery denunciations of John 
the Baptist, the delicate irony and revolutionary force of the parables 
of Christ, are appreciated as never before; the conception of Jehovah 
is seen to be a faithful reflection of the Jewish mind, and the High 
Priests, Scribes, Pharisces and Sadducees fall into their places when 
modern experience has proved them to exist, potentially or actually, 
in the Jewry of to-day. 

And this, be it said, was written four years before the promulgation 
by the British Government of a declaration in favour of setting up 
a National Home for the Jewish People—a measure designedly 
undertaken, at least in part, as a contribution to the solution of the 
Jewish Question. 


In the current number of the Review OF KEvIEWws, Mr. Steed 
writes an article headed “On Jews, which he spins round some 
publications recently issued of special Jewish interest, confining 
himself for this month to that remarkable work “Jew Siiss. 
He says of it that he is inclined to place it “high among the 
great books which have helped to reveal the inner life 
Jewry to the non-Jewish world.’ And he adds that he thinks 
the strongest points of the book are “its unerring portrayal 
of several dominant types in Jewry, and its clear indication that 
what constitutes the real force of the Jewish People is the spiritual 
power of the men who keep alive and perennially renew the faith 
of the race in the Law and in Jehovah.’ No one who has read 
Feuchtwanger's romance can reasonably demur to this verdict, 
Taking only Siiss Oppenheimer as drawn by the author, there we 
bave not merely a dominant type in Jewry but what is nothing short 
of a prevailing cult. And I cannot help thinking that, from the 
artistic point of view, whatever may be said about the historical, it 
is regrettable that Oppenheimer is shown to have been in origin 
only partly Jewish, his father a non-Jew, For Siiss is through and 
through Jewish, and thus the conclusion is inevitable that his 
father was a man of little character, with none to transmit to his 
children. The lesson of Oppenheimer's life-story is, as Mr. Steed 
puts it, “that notwithstanding Jewish love of money and the 
special Jewish aptitude for finance, the ‘gold bugs’ are less important 
than the prophets of Israel, and that the true mainspring of Jewish 
life is to be found rather among the Talmudists and dreamers in 
Ghetto and Synagogue than in the Bank parlours of ‘Semitic’ 
financial magnates.’ Allowing for rhetoric and undue generalisa- 
tion, there is surely abundant truth in this conclusion, The power 
of Judaism is in the spirit of Judaism, 


of - 


And yet there is, it would seem, much in the spirit of Me Jew 
(which, however, is by no means always synonymous with the spirié 
of Judaism) which is unattractive to Mr. Steed. He says we are 
hyper-sensitive, and tells us that 
| A worldly-wise editor of a prosperous newspaper was wont to say 

to his staff: “Steer clear of the Jews. They are the tonchiest 

people on carth. If we praise them we can never praise them 
enough. If we denounce their money-grubb@g dodges we shall be 
accused of religious persecution. In either case we sifaJl be swamped 
with letters from them and life will be a burdes. %e leave them 
alone.” Every editor can see the prudence of this advice, and many 
editors follow it. 
Well, we are, I know, hyper-sensitive, or touchy, or watever you 
like to call it—it is obvious. But ought it not to be equally obvious 
that there is sufficient and to spare in our world-positio’ to aceount 
for the characteristic? What other people, pray, would be calm and. 
dispassionate and unconcerned about even trifles if placed just as 
Jews are? ‘lL have sometimes felt it necessary myself to mark the 
chaiactoristic. But I have always remembered; and I bave thought 
it would be a sorry day for Jews if they exhibited the lethargic 
indifference some people would have us show in all circumstances, 
Acute bervyous reaction may be unfortunate, but paralysis is a, 
disaster. Again; Mr. Steed questions somewhat dubiously, if not 
complainingly, whether the Jews “as a race’’ would have fought 
“for a non-Jew had he been in the position of Dreyfus, and 
whether they would havé shown the same devotion to the 
principle of abstract justice had a Christian been contending: 
against Jewish iniquity.’ I suppose he means the iniquity of 
Jews. Because the iniquity from which Dreyfus suffered, although 
that of those professing Christianity, could hardly be called 
Christian iniquity But [foil to understand the point of his query, 
“As arace,’ I can recollect no people fighting for Dreyfus. There 


“were individuals .who did so, individuals of many races, and 


individual Jews there have always been to contend for Justice 


when it has been disregarded. Nor must Mr Steed forget that We 


Jews have been quite busily engaged during the last two thousand 
years in trying to secure Justice of the most elementary sort for 
ourselves—and by no means with complete suecess even yet. In 
that direction he cannot deny that we have had our measure full to 
overflowing. 


But Mr. Steed, 1 think, concludes his R&EvVIEw or REVIEWS 
article with a striking piece of illogicality. I fancy, on thinking it 
over, he himself, with the sentiment respecting us he manifests, 
will perceive the untenability into which he has_been led. He says 
of Jews that “ their sense of justice does not always connote a sense 
of equality,” and adds : 

They still look upon themselves as the “Chosen People,” first 
among the peoples of the earth, whose prophets and seers are “ alight 
to lighten the Gentiles, and the glory of Thy people Israel.” There is 
in them a pride of race and of brains, a clannishness, an assumption of 
superiority that sometimes make them odious to others; and also an 
immoderation that provokes reprisals. The very intensity of their 
own spiritual ‘life, the ritual practices that distinguish them from 
the people among whom they live, cause them to remain apart and 


constantly to commit what Kipling once called in another connection 
“errors in the fourth dimension,” 


To this allegation, however, he himself provides a very complete 
answer. He speaks of Jews who are assimilationists—whose policy 
is impracticable to say the least—and of those who, being semi- 
assimilationists, “outwardly adopt Gentile manners and customs, 
yet preserve among themselves and in their homes the atmosphere 
of the Synagogue and the Ghetto” peopling “the borderland 
between Jewry and non-Jewry,’ “those who strive to be more English 


than the English, more French than the French, more German than 
the German. And then he declares that the Jews he has always 
liked best are the Jewish-spiritually Jews inspired with a sincera 
belief in“ the rule of Jehovah not only in Zion but throughout the 
earth.” 
To understand thei one needs to have seen them in the mass, 
{* have witnessed their poverty and their sufferings, to have felt how 
their lives are circumscribed by observance of the innumerable pre- 
cepts deduced by casuistical commentators from their Law, and yet 
to have recognised that if they turn their backs upon the Law they 
are apt to become, spiritually, waifs and strays, uprooted, detached, 
unscrupulous, self-seeking, modern Ishmaelites, regarding every man 
and woman, particularly among the Gentiles, as their legitimate prey. 
One needs to have watched, as I watched in the opening years of the 
century, the redeeming power of a gospel like that of Zionism upon 
the rank and file of Jews to be convinced that, after all, it is the 
spiritual appeal which is most potent in Jewry, and that. if there be 
a solution of the “Jewish Question,” it should be sought in a direction 
that tends to harmonise the inner with the outer life of Jewry, to 
give the Jews achance of being sincere with themselves and with 
others, to bring non-Jews to look upon Jews with the same ante. 
cedent respect as is enjoyed by members of other races, and to place 
Jewry ina position to make its contribution to the welfare of the 
world in its own name and under its own colours. 


Now I should imagine that is precisely Jews of thy sort who 
have the choicest opinion of themselves .as the heritors from the 
past, and the transmitters to the future, of Judaism, and that in all 
ages an exalted—perhaps an over-exalted—idea of the glory which 


“ yeflects upon them by their faith and their history, has been the 
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means of preserving the salt of our race. And since Mr. Steed 
thinks so highly of the result, be really ought not to cavil at the 
characteristics that have contribuied to it. After all, however, that 
comparatively modest Hatikvah—the Hope—is our National Anthem, 
while other peoples sing “Rule Britannia,’ “The Marseillaise,” 
“The Star-Spangled Banner ” or the “ Wacht am Rhein.”

' The Late Mr. Israel Davis’s Bequest. 


From Mr. LEON SIMON, B.A. 
To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE, 


5irn,—Your correspondents, Mr. Jose ph Porton and Mr. Pierre Levy, 


_ appear to me to be letting yon off too lightly. They allow you, or even 


positively invite you, to ride off on a discussion of side-issues. Whether 
it is desirable that Palestine should remain for all time a part of the 
British Empire, and how great is the value of the English language as an 
instrument of civilisation, are questions which might be argued endlessly, 
with small profit to anybody. But whatever view may be taken on these 
questions—and my own views happen, I think, to approximate more 
closely to yours than to those of your correspondents—the fact remains 
that Mr. Davis’s bequest, though left to a Zionist body to administer, 
has an anti-Zionist purpose. It is essential to Zionism that Hebrew 
should be the language of the Jews of Palestine, whatever secondary 
language or languages they may also know and use: and it was 
clearly Mr. Davis’s desire that, so far as he could exert any 
influence in the matter, English should oust Hebrew from the posi. 
tion which Zionism demands fcr it. Mr. Davis did not create a trust ; 
and no doubt the English Zionist Federation will be able, without 
in any way undermining the position of Hebrew, to use the bequest for 
the very desirable object of fostering the study and knowledge of English 
in Palestine. But that does not alter the fact that the express terms of 
the bequest indicate a point of view directly opposed to that of Zionism. 
I venture the opinion that on this occasion your journal has—perhaps 

not unpardonably—allowed the pure milk (or is it something stronger?) 
of its Zionism to become diluted by a distillation of that amiable quality 
which the Romans called pietas.—Yours faithfully,

*,.* It is most kind of M?. Simon to suggest so commendable an excuse 
for what he thinks our mistaken view in this matter. But he may 
rest assured that if we supposed that the bequest of the late Mr. 
Davis was of the nature our correspondent somewhat didactically 
asserts, we should regard it very differently than we do. Though, to 
be sure, we should have resented no less strongly than we did the 
denunciation of Mr. Davis on that alleged account, as a super-patriot 
who had done a most un-English thing, as desiring to seduce the Jews 
of Palestine away from their ancient tongue toa “foreign ” language, 
and all the other objurgations the Chief Rabbi thonght it his duty to 
heap upon one who had devoted a large part of his estate to a public 
Jewish purpose. Far, however, from tending to onst Hebrew from 
Palestine as Mr. Simon suggests, we believe, taking a wider rather 
than a narrower outlook, that having regard to the fact that the land 
is a mandated possession of this country, the knowledge of English 
there must be most valuable in the building up of a National Home 
for the Jewish people. And we doubt not Mr. Simon will agree with 
us that no better means than that National Home could be devised 
for establishing Hebrew as a living language. Nor does it seem 
reasonable to suppose that had Mr. Davis the anti-Zionist intention 
Mr. Simon attributes to him, so shrewd a man wonld have chosen, as 
we remind another correspondent below, a Zionist Organisation to 
which to bequeath and to administer his legacy.—ED. J.C.

Srr,— Your leader of June 17th headed “An Unfortunate Deliverance” 
is regrettable, because it does scant justice to the very courageous out- 
spokenness of the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire on a very opportune 
occasion. 

Transfer yourself bodily and mentally to the land of our forefathers, 
not to the narrow strip, so beggarly allotted and misnamed Palestine, 
Eretz Yisrael. What once was in our glorious past Fretz Yisrael stretched 
from the Euphrates to the Nile and included Mesopotamia, with a part of 
present Southern Persia, Syria, Transjordania, the mandated Palestine, 
Indian-Arabia, including Aden, where King Solomon’s magnificent water 
tanks are still monumental and useful, and a slice of Egypt. In all these 
countries the English language is practically unknown to the natives. 
Arabic is the primary vehicle of communication, and then follows 
Hebrew. | 

Have the native population of the vast Indian Empire, or the French 
Canadians of the Province of Quebec, or the Arabs of another mandated 
country, namely, Iraq, abandoned their inherited tongue? No, then why 
should the Jews do so in their own Homeland? Why should the oldest 
and most sacred communion of our symbolic brotherhood be either 
relegated or dethroned ? 

THE JEWISH CHRONICLE has for many years consistently and 
valiantly fought the battle for a National Home. Ina National Home the 
National language must reign supreme, and the National Home will one 
day be again the land promised to our Ancestors. 

Can any Jew imagine that in Baghdad, or in Ur of the Chaldees (the 
birthplace of our Father Abraham), in Damascus, conquered by King 
David, and least of all in Jerusalem, the “City of Delight,” any other 
language, but Hebrew, could be the utterance of the people ? 

Ihave only recently returned from a long journey, visiting all the 
countries mentioned in my letter, and the bible becomes more precious, 
nearer and dearer, when you stand in the places where the History of 
your Nation speaks to you from. the past, passionately vibrating in your 
heart and mind, thereby knitting firmer your attachment to the Hebrew

There was a large attendance on Sunday at the annual general 
court of life governors and subscribers, held at the Institution, 
High Road, South Tottenham. Yiscount BEARSTED, the President, 
was in the chair.

The present Lord 
Swaythling, Mr. Montagu’s nephew, had accepted the office, and on 
behalf of the Institution he tendered to his lordship their very deepest 
sympathy in his recent bereavement. Their Matron, Miss Olga Philipp, 
had completed 21 years’ service, and her noble work, and that of Miss 
Alice Byatt, the Assistant Matron, was very much appreciated by the 
Committee and the ‘@mates. In conclusion, Viscount Bearsted expressed

Ward Endowed by Jewish Freemasons. 


OVER £5,000 SUBSCRIBED. 


A Jarge gathering assembled on Sunday at the Jewish Hospital, 
Stepney Green, at the consecration of a ward endowed by Jewish Free- 
masons. The proceedings began with the reading of Mincha service by 
Bro. the Rev. Isaac Aarons, Chaplain of Mandate Lodge. Psalms 30 and 
116 were read by Wor. Bro. the Rev. Isaac Goldston. Chaplain of Monte- 
fiore Lodge ; a portion of King Solomon's Prayer at the dedication of the 
Temple (I Kings viii, 36-40), and Ecclesiasticus xxxviii, 1-14 by Wor. Bro. 
the Rev. M. Rosenbaum, P.P.G.C, Northumberland; and scriptural verses 


from the Hospital Service by the Rev. J. F. Stern, Chaplain of the Hospital. . 


Bro. Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., in the course of an address. said 
that last October, when the general appeal was issued to the Jewish 
community on behalf of the Jewish Hospital, Wor. Bro. Dr. J. Burnford, 
a member of the Hospital Medical Staff, solicited the aid of two brethren, 
Wor. Bro. Isidore Aarons and Wor. Bro. Alfred J. Balcombe, their joint 
organising secretaries, asking them to interest the Jewish brethren in the 
Hospital appeal. They then decided to raise, if possible, a thousand 
pounds for the endowment of a bed. But having found the response 
ready and hearty, the organising committee resolyed to work for the 
endowment of an entire ward for which a larger sum of £5,000 was 
required, and that aim, though not yet attained, was gradually nearing its 
fulfilment. The Committee did not intend to disband when this goal was 
reached, but wished to become a permanent aid society for the Jewish 
Hospital. Jews were taught in their ancient memorable traditions to regard 
the Hebrew word for “ righteousness " APTS as the equivalent of “charity.” 
The word 4P% therefore might be said to represent to them that sacred 
coin which bore the impress of “righteousness” on the obverse and of 
“ charity ” on the reverse. In the presence of their Merciful Father, the 
Great Architect of the Universe, and in His holy name, they dedicated 
that ward to its great work of healing and invoked His biessing upon that 
institution and on all that laboured in its cause. Dayan Lazarus con- 
cluded by offering up a prayer. | 

Dr. J. Burnford formally declared the ward open, and unveiled a 
tablet recording the event. The names of Wor. Bros. John L. Goldstein, 
P.A.G.D.C., and Newman Goldman, P.A.G., Std., Br., Joint Chairmen: 
Isidore Aarons, L.R., and Alfred J. Balcombe, Joint Hon. Secretaries: 
Sampson 8. Freedman, Treasurer, and several other gentlemen who form 
the Cominittee, are recorded on the tablet. 

The service ended with the singing of Adon Olam and the National 
Anthem. 


CELEBRATION DINNER. 


In the evening a dinner to celebrate the consecration of the ward 
was held at the Hyde Park Hotel, Knightsbridge. Wor. Bro. Dr. 
J. Burnford presided. In proposing the toast of the London Jewish 
Hospital, the CHAIRMAN said that that day the hospital authorities 
had had handed’ over to them the Freemasons’ Ward, and at 
that culminating point of a great effort it was perhaps justifiable to 
pause for a moment from their labours and to take a little pleasure 
in ‘retrospection. The Freemasons’ movement on behalf of the Jewish 
Hospital began barely nine months ago, and he thought he was. justified 
in saying that that body of freemasons was the very quintessence of the 
masonic spirit. Dr. Burnford referred to the help rendered by Wor. Bros. 
Isidore Aarons and Alfred J. Balcombe, Joint Hon. Secretaries, and 
Sampson Freedman, Treasurer, and by the various lodges, particularly 
by the Sampson Lodge, to which they owed the inception of the movement, 
The Jewish Hospital had fifty beds, and there were wards ready to open, 
and land, for which they owed £7,000, ready forexpansion. The Hospital's 
friends were increasing in numbers and the Royal College of Physicians 
and Surgeons recognised it. The patients valued it, and many were turned 
away because they could not be dealt with. Lastly, the Hospital had 
now had the approbation of the freemasons, the finest judges of charity, 
and that may be said to have given it its hball-mark, - 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LEvyY, in responding to the toast, said that 
that effort of the Freemasons’ Committee had gone far to make the 
recent appeal of the Hospital a success, and had enabled them to 
proceed with the building and equipping free from the crippling bur- 
den With which the want of that last few thousand pounds imposed, 
They had already received in cash from the Freemasons’ Committee 
the sum of £3,300, and a large part of the balance was already in 
sight. But more than all that, they welcomed the assurance that they 
would always have the Committee’s assistance. They would shortly 
have 100 beds in the Hospital, double their former capacity, and while 
their expenditure would not be doubled it would necessarily be greatly 
increased. They were going ahead with their programme as they had 
always gone ahead feeling assured that the Jewish community would 
not let their Hospital want for proper support. 

Wor. Bro. Louis 8. GREEN proposed the toast of ‘“ The Freemasons’ 
Committee.” Wor. Bro. ISIDORE AARONS, L.R., in responding, thanked 
every member of the Committee for the valuable help given in obtaining 
the money, especially referring to Wor. bros. Alfred J. Balcombe and 
Sampson 8. Freedman, both of whom had been connected with many 
spheres of masonic and communal activity, and Bro. A. Golanski. Dr. 
Levy had mentioned that £3,300 had been handed over, He (Bro. Aarons) 
was in the happy position of saying that that amount had now been 


brought up to £4,200 and he hoped that they would not disperse from 
that gathering without the £5,000 being collected. 

The toast of the Clergy was proposed by Wor. Bro. Newman Gold- 
man, P.G., Std. B. and responded to by Bro. Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A, 

Wor. Bro. IsipoORE ABRAHAMS, in proposing the toast of the Chair- 
man said that Dr. Burnford had given unstinting voluntary service to the 
Hospitals of the Metropolis for many years. They were happy to pay 
Dr. Burnford their tribute of respect and to remember with joy and 
thanksgiving that through him they had been able to be associated with 
the attainment of a great and laudable undertaking. 

The CHAIRMAN briefly responded. As a result of Wor. Bro. Aarons’ 
appeal, the sum of £1,100 was realised. There were two anonymous 
donations of 200 and 100 guineas, and it was announced that 2rs. Joseph 
Freedman had given £500, to endow a bed in the Masonic Ward, in 
anticipation of her Golden Wedding in February next.

‘COMMUNICATED. } 


A meeting attended by delegates from various institutions and Syna@ 
gogues in the ast nd of London, was held at Toynbee Halli last week, 
Mr, JULIUs JUNG presided. The principal speaker was Dr. Aaron 
Singalovsky. 

In welcoming the delegates, the Chairman referred to the deplorable 
condition of the Jews in Eastern Europe. While the work of the 
majority of the relief organisations was extremely useful, and was 
actually instrumental in saving the lites of countless Jews, their methods 
made it merely palliative. Not even American Jewry could afford to 
keep on feeding, clothing, and housing hun ~eds of thousands of Jews, 
Since its inception some fifty yearsago ‘ie «.t had considered the ques- 
tion from an entirely different point view, fifiding employment for 
the Jewish artisans, creating and maintaining industrial schools 
and technical colleges, supplying tools and machinery, developing 
Jewish Colonies, advancing money to farmers and others, and 
obtaining profitable markets for the finished products of Jewish hands. 
In the same way as the Zionists were working for thé upbuilding of 
Eretz Yisrael with the same self-sacrificing devotion and loyalty the 


Executive of the Ort was engaged in reconstructing the Jewry of Eastern 


Europe. 

Dr. Singalovsky spoke in detail of the position of the Jews in 
Russia, Poland, and lhoumania, of how the Ort had grown into a Jewish 
Movement, what the Ort was doing, and the way the delegates 
and their organisations and synagogues should aid the Ort. 

Mr. M. Wilenitz, President of the Stepney Orthodox Synagogue, 
having spoken, the Chairman moved the following resolution : 

That this conference of representatives of various Jewish institutions and 
synagogues in the East End of London recognises the importance of the great 
work the Ort is doing and decides to form at once a Previsiona!l Synagogue 
Committee of the Ort. It will endeaveur to form branches in every Kast End 
Synagogue and see that donations are offered in all synagogues on Jewish 
Holydays and on other occasions.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sik,—The Jewish community should be very grateful to Professor 
Hobday for his interest in Shechita, and to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE for 
taking up the matter so vigorously. Professor Hobday's great authority 
can be of infinite use to us, but we must read the lesson rightly and act 
quickly. It is essential that we put our house in order and not blind our- 
selves to the true facts in a defence of Shechita based either on our faith 
or on the testimony of eminent scientists as to the painlessness of the 
Jewish method of animal slaughter. 

A charge of cruelty against our procedure can only be maintained so 
long as the animal led to the slaughter becomes terror-stricken. This 
has now become the crux of the matter. Professor Hobday’s evidence 
has been tendered to us in all friendliness, but is painful reading. The 
situation is absolutely intolerable now that we have been shown how 
this form of cruelty can be avoided while conforming to the Jewish Law

Fruit Soups and Cold Bouillon. 


Cherry Soup. 
Piece of stick cinnamon. 
Sugar, 202s. 
Cornflour, 1 tablespoonful. 


Cherries, 2 Ibs. 
Water, 2 quarts. 
One lemon. 

Red wine, 1 gill. 


STALK the cnerries and reserve a few of the best for garnishing. 
Put the remainder in a saucepan with the water, cinnamon and thinly 
pared rind of the lemon. Simmer till the cherries are soft. Remove the 
cinnamon ang lemon rind, and rub through a sieve: then return to the 
Saucepan, and bring to boiling point. Add the sugar and cornflour mixed 
with a little cold water, and simmer:-for about another ten minutes. 
Then, when cool, adda dessertspoonful of lemon juice and the wine, and 
serve very cold in bouillon cups. The amount of sugar and lemon juice 
can be varied according to taste. 


Cold Bouillon. 
Finely shredded cucumber. 
Seasoning. 

FoR this bouillon the stock must be a good one, made from fresh 
meat and strongly flavoured with vegetables. (Cold soups need to be 
more highly flavoured than hot ones). Boil the spaghetti,in salted water 
till soft, then drain, cut up small and add to the stock. | Leave till very 
cold, then serve in soup plates with a dessertspoonful of shredded 
cucumber scattered in each plate, accompanied with fingers of thin dry 
toast. 


Clear stock, 1 quart. 
Spaghetti, 1 oz. 


Raspberry and Currant Soup. 
Raspberries, 1 Ib. Lemon rind. 
Red currants, 1 Ib. Sago, 2 ozs. 
Water, 2 quarts. Salt, pepper, and sugar. 

STEW the fruit and lemon rind in the water till soft, then rub through 
asieve. Return to the saucepan, and when boiling sprinkle in the sago, 
and stir until the sago is clear. Add a little salt and pepper, and sugar 
to taste. Set on ice till required, and add a little red wine ff liked. 
Garnish with whole raspberries. 


Cold Vegetable Consomme. 

Clear vegetable stock, 2 pints. Lemon peel, salt. 
Stick cinnamon, 1 inch. Sugar, 4 OZ. 
Claret, 1 gill. Sago, | oz. 


_ Put the stock, claret, cinnamon, and one or two strips of lemon rind 
in & saucepan, and bring to the boil. Then sprinkle in the sago, and stic 
until the sago is quite transparent. Add the sugar and a little salt. 
Remove the cinnamon and lemon rind, and let the soup become cold. 
‘If too thick when cold, add a little more stock or claret. 


Peach Soup. 

TAKE a large tin of peaches, and rub through a sieve: then add 
water and make up to two quarts. Put in a saucepan, and bring to 
boiling point. Add a dessertspoonful of cornflour mixed with a little 
cold water, and simmer for ten minutes. Then cool slightly, and add 
the beaten yolks of two eggs. Stir over a gentle heat till it thickens, 
but do not boil. When cold, add the strained juice of two oranges ;. add 
sugar to taste, and garnish with shredded almonds. 


‘Strawberry Soup. 


Juice of two oranges. 
Shredded almonds. 


Strawberries, 1 |b. 
Castor sugar, 4 Ib. 
Claret, 4 pint. 


MASH the strawberries with the sugar, add the claret and orange.

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Jewish Maternity Home. 
ANNUAL MEETING. 

LADY BEARSTED presided at the annual meeting of the Jewish 
Maternity District Nursing and Sick Room Helps Society, held on Monday 
afternoon at 13, Kensington Palace Gardens ithe residence of Lady 
Richardson). Among those present were the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress, Lady Sassoon, Lady (Stuart) Samuel, the Hon. Mrs. Levy, 
Mesdames J. H. Hertz, A. Eichholz, H. Behrens, L. Magnus and Miss 
Mocatta. 

The CHAIRMAN said that that was her first appearance as the Presi 
dent of the Society, and it was no easy matter to follow in the steps of 
her mother-in-law, the late Lady Bearsted, whose favourite Society that 
was, and who always worked so well for it. They had recently founded 
a new Maternity Home, which was to be opened officially in October. 
She had been asked notto mention any names of those who had helped 
inthe work: but she could not help but mention Mrs. Model, who was 
always ready with her aid and advice. Thanks were due also to the 
Matron and the Staff. In conelusion, Lady Bearsted expressed the hope 
that a larger number of beds would be endowed. At present there were 
only two, those in honour of Mrs. Levy and Mrs. Adler. 

Mrs. MODEL said that the year’s report was a tribute to the memory 
of their late President. Many years of service had been devoted to the 
Home, it was nearly completed, and they hoped to be able to redeem 
their promiscs to the mothers of Stepney. They were working in con- 
junction with other Jewish Health Centres. 

Dr. Barris, F.R.C.S., moved the adoption of the report. In the 
Home, he said, complete charge was taken of tne. mothers, and the 
children were cared for until five years of age. Adequate accommoda 
tion was also provided for nurses and that was a welcome break from the 
old tradition that anything was good enough for the nurses. Good nursing 
was dependent on good conditions. While the general mortality in the 
last few years had decreased, the mortality among mothers had n 
altered to any appreciable extent. A chain of maternity institutions 
needed as well as greater ante-natal care and convalescent homes. GUteat 
work was being done by the Society, which stood as‘an example for 
others. 

The LADY MAYORESS, in seconding the motion, ex pressed her admira- 
tion for the work of the late Lady Bearsted. The oare of the futare 
generation, she said, was the duty of the present. The number of beds in 
maternity hospitals was inadequate. . 

The report was adopted. 

The Rev. E. LEVINE, M.A., said it was a matter of congratulation 
when one heard the value of the work done by the Jewish Community. 
‘lribufts were due to the doctors for their skill and work, and also to 
the ee end nurses. The Home was to be congratulated, he said, on 
having#the late Lady Bearsted’s daughter-in-law as its President. He 
spoke of the good work done by Lady Nathan and Lady ier FORO Mrs. 
Model and the Committee, and moved their re-election. 

~The Rey. J. 5. HARRIS seconded the motion, which was adopted. * 

Mr. A. L. LAZARUS Said that the Maternity Home had been built 
principally through the kindness of the late Lord and Lady Bearsted. 
The price for an endowed bed was £1,000, for a cot £500. The completion 
of the roof garden was very desirable. | 

The LORD MAYOR said it was everybody's duty to do all they possibly 
could to support Hospital work. He expressed the sympathy of the City 
of London for the great work which was being done. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, it was. announced that money was 
received for the endowment of one bed, and for the completion of the 
roof garden.

The ladies 
met every Tuesday in the Board Room of the Synagogue. Their work 
would ybe «much easier if they could be sure of a regular income. In 
conclusion, Mrs. Van Flymen appealed for subscribers. The annual 
subscription, she said, was from 5s. upwards and could be paid quarterly.

Grammar. 
MISHNAIC HEBREW.” by Rabbi M. H. Segal 


“A GRAMMAR OF 
(Clarendon Press, Oxford, 15s.), has been written with a twofold object 
students of early Rabbinical literature with a fairly 
and, secondly, to 
alect with Biblical 
at least 


first, to provide 
complete grammar of the dialect of that literature ; 
demonstrate the organic connection of this Mishnaic di 
Hebrew, and its relative independence of contemporary Aramaic, 
in the field of grammar. A good deal of material belonging to comparative 
vrammar has, therefore, been introduced, and constant reference is made 
to the standard authority in the English language on the grammar of 
Biblical Hebrew. viz.: Dr. Cowley’s edition of * Gesenits-Kautzsch’s 
Hebrew Grammar.” The examples illustrating grammatical rules have 
been drawn mainly from the Mishnah and, to a smaller extent, from 
the Baraitot and other Hebrew elements of the Babylonian Talmud, 
because these works are the more accessible to ordinary students. 
Other less accessible works, like the Tosefta, the Jerusalem Talmud, 
and the Midrashim, have been drawn upon only occasionally. The 
English renderings of the examples have been made as literal as 
possible, in order to exhibit clearly the construction and phraseology of 
the original. Mr. Segal records with gratitude the interest taken in the 
publication of this work by the late Dr. Israel Abrahams. To Dr. 
Abrahams he owegethe grant of a generous subvention towards the cost 
of publication froM the Alexander Kohut Memorial Fund. Mr. Segal 
also tenders his thanks to the director of the Fund, Dr. George A. Kohut, 
of New York. Mr. Herbert Loewe and Canon Danby, of Jerusalem, read 
the proofs, and otherwise helped with corrections and suggestions, The 
work is “ dedicated to the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire (Dr. J. H. 
Hertz) in appreciation of his services to the cause of the revival of 
Hebrew learning.” It is now nineteen years since Mr. Segal contributed 
to the first series of the Jewish Quarterly Review his study of Mishnaic 
Hebrew and its relation to Biblical Hebrew and to Aramaic. That article 
at once attracted earnest aitention‘and won high praise. In collecting 
into his present workmanlike volume the results of his further intensive 
researches into the subject, Mr. Segal does full justice to his Oxford 
training and confers high distinction on modern Hebrew scholarship. 

‘* EINFUEHRUNG IN DAS HEBRAEISCH DER GEGENWART,” by David 
Josef Bornstein, is issued under the auspices of the German Zionist 
Federation (Berlin, W.15. Meinekestrasse. 10, 7.50m.). The author has 
taken great pains to bring distinctly before the mind all those main points 
in Hebrew grammar which are of fundamental importance and require 
firm fixture in the memory. The work contains some texts which have * 
been selected from a wider field than that previously explored by other 
manuals. The evident care, the clearly: conceived plan and the 
thoroughness of the aid which this grammar supplies give it a high claim to 


commendation.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML. 


CCCXCIX.—Half an Hour in a Library. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


By some mischance I came half an hour too early for the dinner, and 
I was shown into the Library, a spacious room with its w alls covered with 
books. That my host and hostess were cultured people I knew, and I was 
therefore not surprised to find all branches of general literature well 
represented in their collection. My surprise came when, on the shelves 
behind the door, I lighted upon their Jewish books. 

Hebrew and English Bibles jostled each other on one shelf; they 
were near neighbours of Josephus translated by Whiston. I took down 
and glanced at the ancient Jewish historian, and by the marks on the 
page-margins plainly saw that the owner of the Library had perused the 
tale. Do many Jews read Josephus nowadays? Certainly Whiston’s 
version is attractive enough ; his archaic turns are so delightful too. Not 
far away was an Apocrypha. I observed that Ben Sirach must be a 
favourite, though the Chronicle of the Maccabecs came a good second. 

Looking down, my glance fell on a set of the Talmud. Yea, verily, 
there must be balm in Gilead, I mused. Cautiously I took up one volume 
to find a beautiful edition on stout paper. 1 tried to recall! whether or no 
my host's father was interested in the Talmud, but, being uncertain, I 
gave my host himself the benefit of the doubt. Even if he did not study 
it day and night, he yet had sufficient appreciation of its value to feel sure 
that without it the library of a cultured Jew is incomplete. Perhaps he 
docs dip into it from time to time; perhaps bis vision wanders to the 
men in its pages and the times in whichthey lived. Heis no professional 
Talmudist; but they also ser#€® who show interest. 

In one corner of the shelves I observed Dr. Friedlinder’s treatise on 
the Jewish Religion standing side by side with the Rev. Morris Joseph's 
book on the same subject, and flanking both was Mr. Claude Montefiore’s 
Bible for Home Reading. Here was Catholicity of taste indeed! Those 
who are old crough to recall the gentle personality of Dr. Friedlander 
and who understand the childlike faith that shone from his eyes, will 
appreciate the fulness of belief that breathes in every page. “If we 
cannot understand the act of creation, it is our own intellect that is 
limited.” I happened to light upon this sentence as I turned the pages. 
‘Phey sound like an echo from the far-off world, and their very strange- 
ness proves that, for good or for evil, our times are different. The 
fulness of the treatise is its strongest~ recommendation, despite the 
attitude of the author. Yet whenall is said, his aim was highly religious. 
“ Self-control, acquired through continued religious training, is the hest 
safeguard against these dangers (sensuality, excessive desire for plea:*.re, 
gambling and dishonesty).” This was another passage that caught my 
eye; and who shall say that there is little truth in it? Yet the old- 
fashioned attitude of the author is against his popularity, and here Mr. 
Morris Joseph scores. I feel sure that Mr. Joseph would accept Dr. 
Friendl.inder’s last quoted sentiment; he conveys the same lesson, how- 
ever, in terms more in accord with modern requirements. Heis polished, 
persuasive and illuminating. He is alive to the needs of our day and 
seeks to meet them. Every age must have its text-books, and this applies 
to text-books on religion no less than on algebra, geography or even Latin 
grammar. My host evidently believed in extracting the best from both 
attitudes; and he is probably a wise man. 

He appears to be alsoa tolerant man. His love of Achad Ha’am’s 
esays (done into such delightful English by Leon Simon) does not exclude 
Mr. Montefiore’s Bible for Home Reading. Mr. Montefiore has written 
much, but nowhere has he written so well as here. Remember that he 
had his own son in mind throughout; how else could he write but tenderly, 
lovingly, reverently? I know of a Christian family in which all the 
children were brought up on these two volumes; I am sure that their 
excellence as men and as citizens must be put down in no small measure 
to just this nutriment. It is difficult to grasp that the author has 
reached the age of seventy. The Bible for Home Reading has so much 
vigour in it that one comes to regard Mr. Montefiore as a young man 
still. There is a fine spirit in the work, and it is the spirit that matters. 

On the top shelf I was delighted to find a complete Graetz—not in 
English but in the original German. The English rendering of the 
History of the Jews must serve for those for whom the German version 
is a closed book, but no one will say that it is satisfactory in any sense. 
The original is written in a flowing, easy style, and not the least of its 
attractions are the shrewd thrusts of the author. Of course he had his 
prejudices; no great historian is without them. Looking at the man, you 
would hardly think that he was capable of prejudices. A quiet scholar, 
full of knowledge, he worked steadily each day at his task, and in the 
evening he liked his game of cards in the family circle. He seemed as 
gentle as any cooing dove. But he must have had a sense of humour, 
He was by way of beitig something of a critic of the text of the Bible, 
and if a passage in Jeremiah did not seem intelligible, he amended the 
text to make itso. Itis related of him that on one occasion he read 
Maftir in the Synagogue of the Breslau Seminary, and scandalized the 
old-fashioned Rabbis who were present by intoning the prophetic text ax 
emended by himself! As often as I go to Jews’ College, I gaze on his 
features, and cannot help feeling that his native, kindly humour would 
have enabled him to find much amusement in the proceedings of the 
United Synagogue Council. I wonder why his portrait hangs on the walls 
of Jews’ College. Certainly he was a scholar of renown. But the other 
portraits are of men who have helped to mould the destinies of Jews’ 
College. As I thought of Graectz, I could not help recalling one who, to some 
extent at least, disseminated in this country the story which Graetz so 
laboriously composed. I mean Israel Abrahams, I noted that my host 
possessed a well thumbed copy of Jewish Life in the Middle Ages, and I 
reflected with pleasure that soon the portrait of Israe] Abrahams will look 
down on the communal gatherings that are held in the hall of Jews’ 
College,

Evidently I had reached the history corner, for beside Graetz there 
was a complete sot of the Transactions of the Jewish Historical Society 
(though | must add that some of the volumes were as yet uncut), and the 
Not far away stood Dubnow in 
German ; the five cloth-bound volumes looked stately and competent. I 
took down one; the paper and type were attractive; the plan was 
modern in conception and execution; and the information adequate. 
But, in the German version at any rate, one missed the personality of the 
author. Dubnow is a “scientific” historian; Graetz was an artist. It 
pleased me to think that my host was alive to the need of combining both 
writers ; and as I restored the volume of Dubnow to its place, I made a 
mental note to order the whole set myself as soon as might be. 

My interest was by no means flagging ; I still explored, and in another 
corner found two strange neighbours. Here was the Chicf Rabbi's Book 


of Jewish Thoughts, a compilation which, as the booksellers’ advertise. 


ments are fond of saying, fills a gap, and bids fair to become a classic. 
In this compilation the Chief Rabbi has worked well. Perhaps it was in 
recognition of this, perhaps also in order to mark him out as a pioneer, 
that my host had placed the Book of Jewish Thoughts’ next to 
Zunz on the history of public religious instruction among Jews. For 
Zunz was a mighty pioneer; he cleared many a path in which even 


the most modern among us continue to tread. Whata veritable genius 


the man possessed! It is difficult to think of Leopold 4unz as 
having been born one hundred and thirty three years ago, and as 
By one of those 
strokes of chance which come in every. life, Zunz might perhaps have 
published his writings in English; in 1833, he was invited to come to New 
York. But he decided to remain at nonin, and we must therefore read 
his workin German. In my judgment, any Jew who lays claim to being 
considered cultured in the Jewish sense must undoubtedly have read 
Die Gottesdienstiichen Vortrage; while every Jewish minister should 
know the book inside out 

There were more books that attracted my attention, but 1 had no time 
to cxamine them all. You cannot look at everything in half an hour, and 
already the other guests were beginning to arrive. But 1 was rather glad, 
as it turned out, that I had come too early; it had been the most enjoy- 
able half hour of the day.

COUNCIL MEETING, 
(‘COMMUNICATED. | 

Mr. A. H. Levy, M.D., presided at a meeting of the Council held at 
67, Wimpole Street, W.1. Others present were: Drs. W. M. Feldman, 
Y. Krupenia, A. Goodman Levy, N. Pines, M. Schwarzman and J. Snow- 
wan, Mrs. Model and Mr. A, Freedman. 

It was decided to convey to Lord Swaythling the condolences of the 
Council on the death of his father. A resolution, expressing the Council's 
appreciation of the measures which the Independent Order of B'nai 
B'rith had taken to help the Organisation by setting up a special Aid 
Committee, was adopted. The Lodge appointed Mr. A. Benjamin as its 
representative on the Council, in order to co-operate more effectively in 
the promotion of the work of the Organisation. ) 

The Council accepted with regret Dr. B. W. Lowbury’s resignation 
from the Vice-Chairmanship of the Organisation and unanimously decided 
to ask Dr. J. Snowman to accept the office. 

Invitations from the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls 
and Women, the Royal Sanitary Institute and the National Association 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, to send delegates, were accepted. 

The financial position of the Organisation was reviewed in a report 
from the Treasurer, which suggested the curtailment of expenditure on 
popular health education, so as to enable the Organisation to fulfil 
obligations assumed in connection with Cancer Research and other 
investigations, and to make more headway with the school medical work, 
The recommendations of the Finance Committee were approved, and the 
Health Committee, whose report was submitted by Dr. A. Goodman 
Levy, was asked to revise accordingly the programme of lectures and 
publications for the ensuing session. On the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee, it was decided to ask Mr. L. Pezaro to act as 
assistant to the Treasurer. ; 

A draft of a pamphlet of Jewish Health Sayings, by Dr. W. M. 
Feldman, will be circulated with a view to its eventual publication. A 
pamphlet on “Care of the Eyes,” published from a draft prepared by Dr. 
A. Sourasky, was approved for distribution. 

It was reported that considerable progress had been made by the 
Statistical Committee in regard to the introduction of a uniform system 
of Jewish death returns throughout the country.

PRESIDENT RE-ELECTED. 


Reorganisation Proposals. 


DISORDERLY SCENES. 


Stormy scenes marked the Twenty-eighth Annual Conference of the 
English Zionist Federation, which was beld on Sunday at the Hotel 
‘Russell. 

These scenes were confined almost entirely to the latter part of the 
morning session, but they continued long enough to make the task of the 

tev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, Vice-President, who presided in the absence of 
the President, Mr. Philip Guedalla, a most diticult and unenviable one. 
Delegates tried to address the Conference simultaneously ; uncompli- 
mentary epithets were hurled by the more noisy delegates at each 
other: and the uproar was often such that much of what was said was 
jnaudible. 

That alively time was in store for the delegates was not unexpected 
by those who knew of the trouble that was brewing between the two 
factions supporting either Mr. Joseph Cowen or Mr. Philip Guedalla for the 
Presidency. jut that the Conference would assume such an ugly and 
acrimonious aspect came asa shockto many. So uncontrollable did the 
Conference become that an urgent message had to be dispatched from the 
platform to Mr. Guedalla to come itmnmediately in order to try to restore 
order. It was when he arrived to assume control that the storm 
subsided, 

The Conference began soon after 10 a.m. and terminated close upon 
midnight, the original intention to have a twodays’ Conference having 
been abandoned. ‘There was an exceptionally large number of delegates 
pnd the @niversity students were strongly represented and took a 
‘prominent part in the deliberations. 

‘The Rey. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, Hon. Vice-President, speaking in Hebrew, 
welcomed the delegates, and spoke of the good work accomplished during 
the year. He said that be Was particularly glad to see so many young 
Zionists present. 

Dr. EppR conveyed. greetings on behalf of the Executive of tho 
Yionist Organisation. 

The Rev. J. K: GOLDBLOOM here accorded a welcome-in the name of 
the Conference to the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, who arrived 
during Dr. Eder’s address. 

The Curer RABBI OF THE. BRITISH EMPIRE, in the course of a short 
nddress, said he had noticed there was a certain depression in the ranks 
of Zionism. He urged them not to be pessimistic and depressed, and said 
that even if things did seem dark let them not lose heart but determine 
more than ever to win through. They must make up their minds that 
if other people could re-conquer their native land then so could they. 
If Israel was to conquer thé promised land it must also be by 
JOM 2°) SDN ‘TWN. Let them be patient and be imbued with the spirit 
of love, loyalty, affection, and fidelity. 

Mr. LE. M. EPSTEIN said he brought to the Conference the greetings 
from the headquarters of the Jewish National Fund. 

Mr. ADLER, of Manchester, communicated the greetings of the Order 

of Ancient Maccabeans, and Mr. J. SCHWARTZ, of South Africa, those of 
South African Jewry. 
: The HON, SECRETARY, before submitting the annual report, read 
Jetters and telegrams of apology for inability to be present from Dr. 
Weizmann (who is in Berlin) and Sir Herbert Samuel. He also read 
greetings from the head office of the Acren Hayesod in Jerusalem; the 
United Palestine Appeal Committee of America; the German Zionist 
Federation and the Federation in Poland. 

Mr. LUDLOW said he thought the Executive could claim that they 
jad wholeheartedly fostered the Movement and given it every possible 
encouragement. ‘lwo important facts stood out as landmarks during the 
year’s work—(1) The magnificent contributions which they had received 
from Mr. Bernbard Baron, and (2) The bequest that would ultimately 
come to the Federation fyom the late Mr. Israel Davis. 


The Contest for the Presidency. 


In submitting the report of the Keren Hayesod, Mr. Morris MYER 
paid that last year they had collected the sum of £37,913, which included 
25,000 given to them by Mr. Bernhard Baron. In nine months of the 
present year they had already collected £40,324 or £3,000 more in those 
nine months than in the whole of the year 1925-26. This sum also 


included £25,000 given by Mr. Baron. They had sent last year to Pales- 


tive £32,636, and for nine months only of the present year they had sent 
(£34,102—an increase of nearly £2,000. Great Britain was the only 
country which bad gone steadily forward year by year in its contribution 
to the Keren Hayesod. Even the United States contribution had 
fluctuated. A difficult position had arisen, said Mr. Myer, 
which had made it impossible for the President, Mr. Guedalla, to 


attend.the morning session of the Conference. The difficulty had . 


its origin in the fact that a surprise had been sprung upon them with- 
out the Hon. Officers being consulted upon the advisability of there being 
a contest for the position of President; another candidate had been 
-pominated and had accepted the nomination. As a result, the President 
had addressed to the Hon. Officers a letter dated June23rd. In connection 
with this letter he had also to report to them that the following Hon. 
Officers, Dr. Samuel Daiches, Mr. Robert B. Solomon, Councillor Arthur 
Howitt (Mayor of Richmond), Mr. A. Ludlow, and himself had come to 
-the conclusion that in the present circumstances they must stand or fall 
‘with Mr. Philip Guedalla, and that if he should not be again President of 
the English Zionist Federation, then they would not allow their names to 
go forward for election to the different honorary positions that they. had 
occupied till now in the Federation. The statement went on-to say 
thatthe grounds for their attitude were that they-considered Mr, Philip 


‘Guedalla and the other Hon, Officers had been treated unfairly, Tt was 


their deep conviction that Mr. Philip Guedalla had served most loyally 
and with the greatest dignity as President of the Federation, and they 
felt that his departure from the Presidency under these circumstances 
would be a great blow to the Movement which needed the co-operation of 
every force that they possessed. 

Mr. Guedalla’s letter was as follows: 


It appears to be the desire of those formerly responsible for English 
Zionism to resume its direction. In my view a contest for the I residency m 
such &® movement as ours, where all are workers for a common cause, 15 an ae- 
thinkable event. Ihave therefore removed all excuse for one by withdrawing 
my name. and it will fall to vou and the other Vice-Presidents to conduct the 
annual conference. 

In bidding farewell to my fellow-workers I have the satisfaction of handing 
over the work with a clear conscience, since I leave the federation stronger in 
numbers, finance, and public reputation than I received it three years ago. 

t is inv earnest hope that its pregress may be maintained in 4 still fuller 
measure by my successor. 

Since Mr. Guedalla bad sent in this letter, said Mr. Myer, many requests 
had been received asking him to reconsider his decision and to allow his 
name to go forward. He was in a position to say that if the Conference 
should express, bya great majority, its keen desire to have him as President 
for the coming year he would accept its decision. 


Heated Discussion. 


Mr. H. HOOBERMAN moved that “wediscuss the position of the President 
now, and that we immediately invite Mr. Guedalla to come here and take 
part in this Conference.” 

So great was the pandemonium which followed that it was quite 
impossible to hear Mr. Hooberman. Supporters of the rival camps were 
on their feet trying to make their voices heard above the din, and the 
Chairman made a gallant but vain attemptto keep the shouting delegates 
under control. 

The Rev. M. L. PERLZWEIG said he objected most strongly to the way 
the Conférence had been treated. They had had a motion put before 
them that they should accept the annual report. He suggested that their 
business was to discuss the report or reject it. Everyone there had the 

aight to nominate whom he pleased, and no one had a right to say that 
the Hon. Officers had not been consulted (applause). The Hon. Officers 
were not their masters; they were their servants. They were people 
whom they had elected, and to suggest that they must consult them 
before they elected anyone else seemed to him entirely beside the point. 
No sooner had Mr. Perlzweig resumed his seat than the storm broke out 
with increased vigour. ‘There were loud cries of “ Vote! vote!” and 
“Chair!” and the Chairman again appealed to the delegates to allow 
him to proceed. Mr. Morris Myer made an attempt to speak, but only a 
few sentences were audible. “Do you want Mr. Guedalla or not?” he 
asked. honorary ofticers want to know.” 

Mr. GOLDBLOOM said that he would not allow that question to be 
discussed any more, and he would put Mr. Hooberman’s motion. A 
number of delegates at once rose to ask for a ruling as to who was 
entitled to vote. At this stage there was utter chaos. 

Dr. DAICHKs said the fact that Keren Hayesod workers had voted at 
Conferences before made that rule part and parcel of the Constitution of 
the English Zionist Federation. (Loud cries of * No.”) 

The CHAIRMAN: I rule that the Keren Hayesod delegates are also 
cutitled to vote, More pandemonium ensued. 

A delegate. proposed that they should appoint a Credentials Com.- 
mittee beforethe vote was taken, and there were further cries of * Vote.” 

The CHAIRMAN: I propose, in order to make easier the work of the 
Conference, to accept your motion for appointing such a committee. The 
Chairman again put Mr. Hooberman’s motion to the Conference, which 
resulted in 71 in favour and 77 against. 

A discussion on the report then followed. 

Mr. MORRIs, of Liverpool, asked -why the figures were only presented 
for nine months. It was because for three months, July, August and 
September, very little money had come in, but the expenditure was the 
same. He protested against the appointment of a financial secretary at 
£400 a year. 

The Kev. M. L. PERLZW£1G also criticised those at the head of affairs. 
Iie had received, he said, the report on Friday evening of an annual 
conference which was to be held on Sunday morning. No explanation 
had been given why it had come so late. 

It was here that Mr. GUBDALLA arrived. Addressing the delegates, 
he said he had come in response to an urgent invitation because he under- 
stood there had been some difficulty experienced in the conduct of the 
meeting. “I decided,” he said, “to absent myself from this conference 
for the reason that if there was to be any discussion of myself, speakers 
would be able to speak with greater freedom in my absence.” 

Mr. ADLER said that an entire re-organisatioa was required. He was 
glad Mr. Joseph Cowen had consented to stand for the Presidency. 

Mr. LUDLOW said the whole question of the appointment of a Financial 

Secretary had been laid before an Enquiry Committee. The Finance 
Committee and the Federation considered it advisable to appoint a 
Financial Secretary in whom they could have sufficient confidence to 
enable the complete finances of the whole organisation to be handed over 
to that administration and relieve the general office of the work. He 
apologised for the lateness in delivering the annual report. 

Mr. Morris Myer denied that they had imisinanaged and bungled 
matters. On the contrary they had progressed.

INTERNATIONAL JEWISH CONFERENCE. 


World-Wide Co-operation. 


PROTECTING JEWISH WOMANHOOD. 


An important international conference convened by the Jewish 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women and attended by 
no fower than 70 delegates from abroad and YW) from this country 
was held at the Rudolf Steiner Hall, Regent's Park, on Wednesdey, 
Thursday and Friday, in last week. It was 17 years ago, in 
1910. that the first and only other conference of its kind was held. 

The delegates who attended came from as far afield as Australia, 
Canada, Egypt and the l'nited States. There were also delegates 
from Austria, Belgium, Danzig, Denmark, France, Germany, Holland, 
Hungary. Italy, Latvia, Lithuania, Poland, Roumania and Sweden. 
In addition to the delegates there was also a number of distinguished 
visitors and welfare workers as well as many members of the Jewish 
Ministry. 

The Presi lent of the nferen Dr. lande is. Montehore, in the course 
of his opening address _ said that it was their duty, 
na soon as they could atter the war. to unite once more the connections 
which had been broken and to link together-again os faras they could the Jews 
of Furope and of America, too, in a common ind eoneerted effort to combat 
this one particular evil— an evil which concerned them as decent men and 
women, and as Jews and Jewesses. “It was a very difficult task,” sail 
Dr. Montefiore, ©! but I think vou will agree with me that the meeting of 
this Conference proves that, to some extent, we have been sucessful, largely 
owing to the zeal and ability of the Secretary, Mr. Cohen.” The difficulties 
which beset so many of their sisters were still with them, and in many locali- 
ties they were even quite as had as they were before, if not worse. ‘The 
particular organised evil which they desired to destroy was stillthere, They 
knew, too, that many of the vile and wicked traffickers—those||who were 
more or less connected with the traffic in one way or another——were Jews, 
und therefore, the need for organised action—concerted and internation:! 
wtion—was as necessary and as urgent as ever. “It should be known,” 
he concluded, .“ that the Jews of many countries have banded themselves 
together to remove as far as they can, this stain from their midst and that 
they are also ready to join with their fellow countrymen of other creeds in 
any endeavour for the moral purification and uplift of the world,” ’ 

The Secretary, Mr. S. Coney, explained that the Conference was really a 
reorganisation Conference, consequent upon the dislocation of the work of com- 
mittees in every country due to. the war. and to the territorial changes 
which had taken place. The questions for discussion had, therefore, been 
arranged so that they might cover the whele ground of the organisation, 
and it was proposed not to make any new recommendations unless a delegate 
had anything very special to put forward, but to re-affirm those recommenda. 
tions passed in 1910 with such alterations and amendments as appeered to 
be suitable. 

D:. Montefiore, at this juncture, said how sorry they all were that their 
President, Lady Rothachild, and Lady Battersea, their Vice President, were 
uneble to be present.

Progress Since 1910. 

‘The first question was introduced by Mr. Arthur R. Moro (Vice-President 
and Honorary Secretary of the Association). The question was as follows : 
‘In view of the great changes which have taken’ place in various countrics 
owing to the War, what progress has been made in checking the Traffic of 
Jewish girls and women for immoral purposes, since the last Jewish Inter- 
national Conference of 1910 7” 

Was it not a matter for rejoicing, he asked, that when men’s minds were 
ptaguering under the effect of the unparalleled disaster from which the world 
was just emerging, they s.:ould have included anti-traftic work among the 
duties planned for the League of Nations ? Did not this show how successful 
they and kindred Societies to theirs had been in rousing and forming public 
opinion ? There was cause for rejoicing that the International work done by 
their Association, in conjunction with the Jewish Socicties abroad which they 
represented and which were the outcome of the Conference of 1910, had met 
with a splendid token of general appreciation. He meant that their Asso- 
ciation was invited to hevem* one of the Assossors (i.e., Advisors) to the 
Sub-Committee of the League of Nations, appointed to deal with the Traffic 
in Women and Children. That Sub-Committee consisted of the representa- 
tives of the. Governments of France, Italy, Germany, Belgium, Denmark, 
the British Empire, Spain, Japan, Poland and Roumania. This Sub- 
Committee, now called the Advisory Sub-Committee of the League of Nations, 
had served a very useful purpose. It had drawn the attention of Governments 
more closely to the necessity for fighting this evil traffic, and, whereas, before 
the War, it was not an easy matter to obtain the co-operation of every 
Government, they now all co-operated closely with the League. They sent 
information to the League and they had tightened up their own measures 
and legislation against the traffickers. The Voluntary Societies also sent 
in information, and all this accumulation of information was considered by 
the Advisory Committee and was sent on, with resolutions and recommenda- 
tions,.to the Council of the League and then to the Assembly. Finally the 
sifted information and recommendations are being circulated to the Govern- 
ments of all countries. Of comparatively recent date, another very important 
International Organisation had come into existence. It was called the 
International Conference of Private Organisations for the Protection of 

Migrants. This standing Conference, actually consisted of sixty Societies of 
many nationalities and creeds, The Conference met once a year in Geneva. 
Each of the sixty Organisations sent a representative. Their Association was 
a member and was represented on the Conference and upon its Executive 
Committes. Much good work had been already done for the protection of 


emigrants, and especially for the safeguarding of women and girls, They

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ Look upon me and be aracious unto me as Thou usest to do 
unto those that love Thy name.’—Psalms criz., 132. 


It is a nayiral desire of the soul to be recognised by God Himself, to 
be the direct object of the divine solicitude. Many are the cries that 
issue from men’s hearts. ‘There is the desire for knowledge ; to penetrate 
the secret of things, to fathom the deep mysteries of existence, to gain 
an answer to those cternal questions of why and how and whither. Or 
there is the cry for happiness that recks not of these philosophies, but 
pursues, more or less blindly, the course it deems will bring enjoyment 
of the pleasures that it seeks. Bat the psalmist whose words are quoted 
is notcraving fora better sharpening of his mental faculties, nor following 
the usual paths that may lead him te the sources of worldly prosperity. 
lic does not 
seek for a new revelation of the Divine Goodness. Heo says: “ Look upon 
me and be gracious unto nc as is Thy use to those that love Thy name.” 
‘Treat me in Thy mercy, as Thou hast treated others. Be to me as Thou 
bast been to them, a merciful and a leving God. Itis on the experience 
of others that he bases bis own prayer fer the grace that follows the 
regard of God. He believes that there are no new methods in God's deal. 
ings with human souls. In olden days men found there all they needed. 
It euabled them to perform’ their task, it gave them strength in days of 
trouble, it checred their hearts even in the hour of death. And cven in 
these latter days we might indeed do werse than make use of this ancient 
prayer: “Look upon me and be gracious unto me as Thou usest to do 
unto those that love Thy name.” Often indced we find in the Bible a 
similar expression for tho Divine method of dealing with men’s souls, 
God's facc, made to shine upon as, to assure us of His favour, or lifted 
(Numbers vi.. 25-6). By these 
terms is expressed a looking and beholding, a manifestatioa towards 
us of the Divine compassion and regard. “My presence shall go 
with thee and I will give thee rest.” (Exodus xxxiii., 14). So it 
is in: human intercourse. it is the look which tells us how we are 
regarded by our fellows. How greatiy our happiness depends on 
the way other people bear themselves towards us! ‘The looks and tenes 
of those with whom we come into contact day by day often make the 
difference between the happiness and the misery of our day's work. Some 
there are who will, we know, meet us with the looks of friendship and 
encouragement. Others, alas, we shall meet whose countenance bespeaks 
aversion or contempt. There is even a look of indifference, which says 
I have no concern with you; it matters not to me, whether you prosper 
or are disappointed, whether you are blessed or miserable, whether 
you live or dic. Neither aversion nor contempt nor indifference 
characterises the look with which God regards His children. “He seeth 
not as man secth” (1 Samuel xvi.7).. Weakness and imperfection and sin 
cannot be hidden from His sight. But somehow He looks deeper and 
finds reasons, not for aversion, but for love. 

Infinitesimally small and foolish are the tiny specks of humanity over 
against the great cosmos and its Creator—dust of the earth, drops 
from the vast oceans of time. But there is no contempt in the regard 
With which God turns Ilis face tous. He has granted us—feeble as we 
are—the wish and the power to love and to serve Him, to assist in our 
own humble way in His own vast scheme of things. Nor does God regard 
any human soul with indifference. It is perhaps the deepest mystery of 
religion, though one of its most attested facts, that Géd is interested, 
nay infinitely concerne|, in our individual welfare. It is this 
personal aspect of religion the very essence of its teaching—which 
we are.in some danger of losing by the attempt to transcribe 
into theological or philosophic forms that glowing personal enthu- 
siasm, that certainty of the presence of God, that filled the 
hearts of our Psalmists our Prophets and our Mystics. They bore 
testimony, these “lovers of His name,” to love and grace that came to 
them when God's face was “turned towards them.” We may find fault 
with the philosophy or theology of our ancestors. We cannot dispute 
the reality of their experiences. A well known writer has suggested that 
we often approach religion from too narrow an angle. “ We are search- 
ing for something that we call faith, forgetting that faith t but an 
attitude—an empty hand with which to grasp an environing Presence.” 
The environment of the spiritual life is God. It is not a new or a strange 
thing for the soul to find its life in God. This is its native air. God, as the 
environment of the soul, has been from the remotest age the doctrine of all 
the deepest thinkers in religion, Long before it was possible for religion 
to give scientific expression to its greatest truths, men of insight uttered 
themselves in Psalms, which could not have been truer to nature had the 
most modern light controlled the inspiration. ‘As the hart panteth after 
the water-brooks, S80 panteth my soul after Thee, O God.’ As the hart 
after its environment, so man after his. As the water-brooks are fitly 
designed to meet natural wants, 80 fitly does God implement the spiritual 
is _—_ How joyous a thing it was for the Hebrews to seek their 

ow artlessly they call upon Him to entertain them in His 
pavilion, to cover them with His feathers, to hide them in His secret 
place, to hold them in the hollow of His hand, or stretch around them thé 
everlasting arms! All that has been said since, from Marcus Aurelius 
but repetition of the Hebrew poets’ faith.

THE JOINT COMMITTEE'S POLICY. 


MR. LUCIEN WOLF’S REPORT. 


When I wrote on this matter last week, I said I had not then had the 
opportunity of carefully examining the ceport—Indictment would be the 
more suitable word—presented to the last meeting of the Deputies on behalf 
of the Foreiga Conjoint Committee by Mr. Lucien Wolf. I have now done 
80, and have no hesitation in returning to the subject, because IT regard it 
as in many ways one of the most important matters of controversy in which 
the community has been engaged for some time. It affects close on a million 
of our people who form a considerable proportion of the population of 
Roumania, The “Jewish Year Book” gives that proportion as 4.8 per 
cent. We Jews in Great Britain and Ireland are no more than 0.7 per cent, 
of the population of this country. Moreover, the position of our people in 
voummania has for years been unsatisfactory and open to much the same 
complaint as naw. Some sixty years ago, for instance, the venerable 
Sir Moses Montefiore journeyed to that land in order to place before the 
ruling Prinee the grievances of the Jews ard to obtain an amelioration. of 
their lot. He was ay thaacs assurances on the part of the Government then 
in existence in term# almost identical with those recently conveyed by the 
Roumanian Government to Mr. Lucien Wolf, and he was tharked —ju 


just as 
was Mr. Wolf by the Deputies for his ottxinment. Then. as now, the 
Koumanian Government professed the utmost regard for the religious 


equality of all Roumanian subjects, and repucdi the least sentiment hostile 
to Jews. Then, as row. it described as exaggerated the allegations of Jewish 
ill-treatment thet had boen made. and promised to keep a close watch on any 
tendencies to anti-Jewish excesses, | 


LOUMANIA AND THE LEAGUE. 


It is as we'l we should bear in mind these facts, because they zo to show 
the extent of the trouble, and that it is not a thing of to-day. or vesterday. 
lor, ever since Sir Moses Montefiore undertook his journey, until now, from 
trme to time the state of affairs with the Jews of Roumania has been the 
subject of grave concern moro or less. 1 have never been able to understand 
why such untoward conditions for our people prevail in this Balkan State, 
from which other States in the same regio) of Kurope are at leas’ moderately 
free. It would appear as if the disease were territorial or local, seeing that. 
the neighbouring Ukraine was the scene of the worst Jewish disaster for 
centuries. And it would perhaps be assistant if some explanation could be 
found for Roumania’s unenviable predominance in Jewish persecution. One 
other point before referring more specifically to the Joint Committee's report. 
Mr. Wolf, speaking at the last meeting of the Deputies, sought to make some 
point in denying that it was ever intended that the Report he had prepared 
should be submitted to the League of Nations, so that the League could 
judicially examine the allegations and say to whaf extent the Roumanian 
Government was to blame, and how much of substance there was in its 
repudiations and deniszls. Well, a reply upon this was given to Mr. Wolf in 
THe Jewtsn CuronitcLe—to which he referred—last Friday, and | should 
like to add here that it was not alone in being led to a wrong impression. 
Yor I observe that the American Hebrew, in a leading note in its issue of 
Jure 10, also concludes that the Joint Committee was submitting its indict- 
ment to the League of Nations. To be sure, the purpose Mr. Wolf undoubtedly 
had in view in endeavouring to show that Tue Jewism CHronic ie had been 
mistaken, was to score a debating trick in order to cover the error he had 
made, when he told the Deputies that the League of Nations had no 
machinery or power to investigate the complaints agaist Roumania, as that 
paper had suggested the League should be asked to do. I stress this not for 
showing that Mr. Wolf was ill-informed, but in’ order to show that he 
deliberately chose to ignore the League with the potential good offices it 
could have exercised in this matter, in favour of carrying on, as he puts 
it. direct with the’ Roumanian Government another futile discussion, in 
which all that happens is that each side says unkind things to the other 
concerning its veracity. ‘ 

It may at first sight seem strange that in the circumstances that prevail 
with the Jews in Roumania, there should be any resentment expressed on 
the part of any of them at attempts to help in relieving the trouble that are 
being made by Jews in other parts of the world. The theory that they are 
compelled to these repudiations otf outside aid, or that they are stricken to 
dumbness and so cannot do anything for themselves, I have shown more 
than once to be sheer nonsense. As a matter of fact, the Roumanian Jews 
are showing themselves very active on their own behalf in many ways, not 
least notable being their Parliamentary action. But when we come to think 
of it, this “shyness” at accepting extraneous help is nothing for surprise. 
The other day Dr. Sandor, who is on a.visit to the United States from Hungary, 
begged of American Jews not to interfere in the troubles of our Hungarian 
brethren, and it is not long ago that a like request came from our Turkish 
fellow-Jews. And when we come to think it over we British Jews would, 
I am “re, resent any interference on the part of German or French, or even 
American Jews, in our affairs. From motives of self-respect, as well as 
sentiments of loyalty to this country, we would, surely, prefer to straighten 
out ourselves and by ourselves any difficulties with which we might be 
confronted in relation to our fellow-citizens. Anyway, the Report of the 
Joint Committee does not reveal any request on the part of any Roumanian 
Jews for assistance. It may be that such applications have been made and 
that it is not deemed wise to publish particulars concerning them. On the 
other hand, Mr. Wolf spoke quite truly when he said that such happenings 
as are said to have occurred to Jews in Roumania cannot rightly be looked 
upon as having nothing to do with the Jews of the rest of the world, The 
whole of Jewry suffers, anyway morally, when any portion of our people is 
persecuted and denied its citizen rights. 


RouMANIAN GOVERNMENT'S Re&Pty. 


Well, the report of the Joint Committee prepared by Mr. Wolf opens 
with a Memorandum addressed by the Committee to the Roumanian Govern- 
ment in September, 1925, setting out the grievances of Jews in Roumania

and detailing the remedies proposed, as it is said, by them. These remedies 
are, if occurs to me, very drastic as compared with the protection Jews or 
~myone else has, say, in this country, from the malignance of anti-Semites. 
'hey propose, for instance, that the Roumanian Press should be liable to 
prosecution and punishment for libelling Jews as a community. I think 
that a good law, and that libel should not be permissible so long as some 
individual is not attacked. But it is not the law in this country. Again, 
there is a proposal that steps should be taken effectually to put “ an end to 
the propaganda against the Jewish Religion.”” If that were done in this 
country it seems to me that our perverting friends wou'd get a long holiday. 
But think of what could be interpreted as propaganda against the Jewish 
religion !—and the proposal is extended to propaganda against the Jewish 
clergy! Think of the engine of persecution such a law, if it were on the 
Statute book of this country, would place in the hands of certain Jews we all 
know to be used against their fellow-Jews from whom they disagree! There 
are other searching suygestions recommended to the Roumanian Government 
of a restrictive nature, but all I will further say of them is that I suppose 
that in Roumania, as elsewhere, the probable result of sitting on a safety 
valve is an explosion. However, the Roumanian Government answered the 
Memorandum in November, 1925, very shortly in the following sentences, 
which | quote verbatim - 
The Roumanian Government, faithfal to tho Constitution of the country 
and its traditions, intends to assure to all the Confessions the free exercise 
- of their religion and, while disipproving the outrages On this great and 
fundamental principle, our representatives will always take all the necessary 
measures in order that this principle shall be respected. Besides, Mr. Wolf 
knows the sentiments which animate the Roumanian Government.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath APA, Numbers xix., 1—xxii., 1. 


The Midrash relates that a heathen, in the course of a conversation 
with Rabban Jochanan ben Zakkai, accused the Jews of practising 
sorcery in the ritual of “the red heifer.” The Rabbi asked him, * Havo 
you ever seen a man afflicted by a spirié of insanity ’” On receiving an 
affirmative reply, he asked him, “ What dothey do for such aman?” The 
heathen answered, “They take certain herbs with which they fumigate 
him, and they sprinkle him with water. By these means the evil spirit 
is exorcised.” Thereupon the Rabbi retorted that the questioner had 
replied to his own criticism ; because the spirit of defilement was similar 
to the spirit of insanity; and the ritual prescribed by the Bible was 
analogous to that adopted by the physicians. The retort apparently 
satisfied the heathen , but when he de parted the Rabbi's discip'es said to 
him, “ Thou hast thrust this man aside with a reed; but what answer dost 
thou make to us’” And he told them, “ By your lives! The corpse does 
not defile, nor do the -waters parify. The ceremony ordained in the 
Torah is a decree of God, and we may not transgress it.” 

That is the attitude of the Rabbis towards a class of the Seriptural 
legislation, of which “the red heifer” is typical. . Reason cannot justify 
it; all that man can do is to obey, because it is a divine command. Even 
Maimonides, who takes great pains to discoyer rational grounds for tho 
laws of Judaism, has to confess, “Ido not know at present the reason of 
any of these things . . . I cannot find any principle upon which to found 
an ecxplanation why these particular things have been chosen” (Guide 
Iil., 47). 

The idea that pollution or danger results from contact with the dcad 
is very common among primitive races. Some scholars account for it as 
being associated with aucestor-worship. Others connect it with tho 
belief that death is never natural, and for a person to die is evidence that 
he has incurred the displeasure of the gods: therefore it is prudent to 
keep away from the corpse. Possibly the Torah aimed at weaning the 
Israelites from the cult of the dead which played so prominent a’ part in 
the religion of the Egyptians, and used the drastic method of making the 
corpse a medium of defilement. 

To explain why the ceremony of purification is detailed just at this 
part of the Pentateuch, Josephus (Antiquities LV., iv., 6) relates it to the 
death of Miriam which is mentioned in the next chapter. “ When they 
had mourned for her thirty days, Moses purified the people in the 
following manner”; and he proceeds to describe the ritual. 

Why had the cow to be red? The Rabbinic answer is that the people 
had to be cleansed from the taint caused by theo sin of the golden calf, 
and red was the nearest colour that matched gold. Other suggestions 
are, red symbolised sin (compare Isaiah i., 13); it recalled the earth 
("O7N) from which the body of man originated and to which it returned 
at death. 

“Red heifer, faultless, wherein .is no blemish.” This translation 
does not agree with the Jewish traditional interpretation, and it makes 
the phrase “wherein is no blemish” tautologous. The Rabbis combined 
“faultless ’’ (literally “ perfect ’’) with “red,” and declared that the animal 

ad to be perfectly red. If it had two black hairs, it was disqualified. 
' “Upon which never cams yoke.” A similar limitation is made in 
Deuteronomy xxi., 3, in the ceremony which was performed when a 
murdered person was found near a city, and the murderer was unknown. 
Also, when the Philistines wished to get rid of the captured Ark which 
was bringing trouble upon them, their priests and diviners told them, 
“Prepare a new cart, and two milch kine, on which there hath come no 
yoke” ({ Samuel VI., 7). Parallels are also found in Roman and Greek 
literature. F.g., in the Iliad (X., 291f.) Diomedes vows, “Andtothece will 
I sacrifice a yearling heifer, broad of brow, unbroken, that never yet hath 
man led below the yoke.” Ovid (fasti III., 376) relates, “ The king raises 
the gift from the ground, having first offered a heifer, which had never 
yielded the neck to be pressed by the yoke.” Both Vergil (Georgics IV., 
540) and Horace (Zpodes IX., 22) mention “heifers of unyoked neck” as 
selected for offerings. The reason for this restriction is probably the idea 
that the ‘emale animal should be used only for the propagation 
and preservation of its kind, and it suffered degradation by being 
harnessed for work in the field or to draw a waggon. In the service of

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protestations and assurances that had been previously given by the Rou- 
manian Government. They appear, however, to have satisfied the Joint 
Committee, because Mr. Wolf acknowledged the communication in felicitous 
terms and the whole matter was allowed for the time being to drop so far as 
any action on the part of the Committee was concerned, 

Not unti) January of the present year did the Committee feel any call for 
further communication with the Roumanian Government. Mr. Wolf then 
addressed a letter complaining that the Government had done nothing to 
suppress the agitation that had been proceeding during the previous four 
vears against the Jews, and urging that something should be done. Towards 
the end of the next month Mr. Wolf had a personal interview with the 
representative in London of the Roumanian Government. Mr. Trtulescu, who 
mvited the interview, gave the usual assurances on behalf of his Government, 
asserting that “ the ag.tation avainst Roumania had been worked up by the 
Bolshevists, and that the charges brought against Roumania were grossly 
exaggerated.” In reply, Mr. Wolf teld Mr. Tituleseu : 

No far as we were concerned, it was not a qe ehion of whether certain re ports 
had, or had not, beer exaggerated (my italics). What we contended was that 
social peace in Roumania had been completely undermined by the wi ked 
agitation of the anti-Semites, and that the Government had done nothing to 
put a stop to it or otherwise pacify mens minds. The result was that the 
Jews suffered every day from a thousand petty persecutions, that they were 
ts rroried, and {oy all pi tice] PUP poses out] Ws, This situation Wes 
getting worse every day, end et any moment more violent ¢xplosions might 
take place. It was not enough to deal sternly with these « xplosions when they 
took place. What wes wanted was some reconstructive policy, under which 
the Jews would acquire contidence from the sense of an efficient moral protec- 
tion, as well as an ade quate prev protes tion.

An INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION. 


Let it. however. not be thought for a moment that I am desirous of 
casting any blame upon the Joint Committee or Mr. Wolf, because the evidence 
they have arraved against the Roumanin Government is not more convince ng 

and convicting. Nothing of the kind, I know they have done their best. 

The result is due to the wrong policy that has been purmed. It is extremely 
dificult for such a body as the Joint Committee to formuicte such a case 
as it is necessary should be formulated-—one that cartes with it. no loophole 
for escape. The mere fact that the Committee is a Jewish body championing 
a Jewish cause makes it well-nigh impossible. And that is why, particularly 
with the contradictory incidents to which attention has been drawn so fre- 
quently during the last few months in these columns, nothing short of an 
independent investigation, carried on with judicial impartiality, can be of 
much practical avail. We all know that, speaking generally, the conduct of 
the Rourmarian Government towards its Jewish subjects has been for many 
years reprehensible in the highest degree, but the fact of it can be brought 
home to the Government only in the way I say. It may be argued that such 
an independent tribunal cannot be found—that in consequence of political 
considerations and the interlacing of international interests, no tribunal 
would be unbiased as between Roumania and her Jews. 1 do not myself 
auree to that proposition, but if it be held to be true, then it seems to me 
that Jews outside Roumania cannot usefully do anything in the matter at 
all, and that we must leave it to our brethren there, notwithstanding every 
desire on our part to aid them in their fight, to do the best they can to wipe 
away from’ Jewry the shame their condition, as represénted, constitutes. 
That would be better far than carrying on a warfare of words between the 
Joint Committee and the Roumanian Government, such as has been going on 
so long and could go on interminably, with no more advantage to Jews than 
has heen gained by that sort of action during more than half a century, but 
providing the Roumanian Government with an easy means for repudiation 
of responsibility. Even now, and despite what has been done by it, the 
Joint. Committee could join the other Jewish bodies that have approached 
theLeague of Nations, se that a concerted and what I believe would at last 
he an effectual method could be adopted for bringing the Roumanian Govern- 
ment. to book, | 

Indeed, the alternative policy of leaving our brethren in Roumania 
to carry on the struggle in a manner such as seems best to them has, as readers 
are awwre, always appeared to me an attractive one. Especially so in view 
of the distinct opinion in that direction of Chief Rabbi Niemerower and other 
Roumanian Jews, Certainly if nothing useful can be done through or by the 
League of Nations, it is an infinitely preferable course to the policy. that 
has up till now been pursued by the joint Foreign Committee. 1 observe 
that The Times in a leading article on Monday last referred to the Jewish 
question in Roumania, and indicated its view that the Jews of Roumania 
and not. those of other countries should deal with the Roumanian Government. 
Says the paper : 

2 An interesting feature of the coming Roumanian election will be the 
attitude of the large number of Jewish voters. It is believed that M. Bratianu 
has concluded an agreement with the representatives of the Jewish com unity 
by which this numerically important minority will obtain certain Pihte 
which were withheld from it in practice under the Nationalist regime of General 
Averescu. Such incidents as the acquittaly of one Rowmanian student 
who shot a local Governor for taking steps to protect Jews, and of another 
who mortally wounded a Jewish fellow-student before the eyes of the Criminal 
Court at Czersowitz, have caused a deep and natural resentment among 
the Jews of Roumania and among their co-religionists elsewhere.

They further state that the interest that bas been evoked by the public 
discussion of the matter appears to show that there is a national desire 
to liave an adequate Slanghter Law placed upon the Statute Book. The 
views expressed by the Jewish Community in their appeals of March 24th 
addressed to the King and of May 16th directed to the Department of 
Agriculture in defence of Shechita do not alter the opinion, so the report 
states, of the majority of the Committee with regard to this method of 
slaughtering. They then add that they hold’the view that any law 
providing a dispensation for Shechita must prove inadequate. 

The report of the Committee refers to the two members who consti- 
tute the minority in favour of Shechita, but it suggests that their opinion 
may probably have been influenced by the strong appe als that have been 
received through the Foreign Office from Jewish circles abroad, asking 
that no issuc be forced in the country. 


TOE MINORITY REPORT. 


The Minority report gives a long and detailed exposition of the 
methods of Sheciita, and proceeds to defend it ftom the religious and 
hygienic standpoints, and by citing biblical texts in its support on health- 
ful and humantarian grounds. “A pious Jew,” the report states, * would 
rather starve than consume meat killed in any other way.” The 
authors continue; “ They who adhered to another religion, might consider 
this to be slavery to the letter and the law, something incomprehensible 
for a modern being. But for a pious Jew it were tantamount to bereaving 
a pious Christian of the Sacrament to debar him from the practice of this 
rite. That which was holy for the adherents of one religion might scem 
somewhat unimportant and un-understandable to those of another. But 
all the same it is the duty of the one religious community 
far as posible not to piace hindrances in the way of another living 1 
accordance With the tenets of its faith.” They would regard a prohibiti 
of Sicchita in Norway as an expression of bad-will against the religious 
practices of a Minority folk; or even as anti-Semitism, “And inthis con- 
nection the British Jews found it fit to call our attention to the resolution 
at the Third Congress of the League of Nations at Geneva on the 13th 
September 1922: 

The assembly. expresses the hope that those States that are not bound by 
any legal obligation, vis-a-vis, the League regarding Minorities, will observe the 
same high standard of justice and tolerance in dealing with their own racial, 
religious or language minoritres, etc. 

“The representative of Norway, Professor Fridtjof Nansen, spoke with 
force in support of that resolution. And upon the basis of that resolation 
the British Jews could afford toimply that Norway was morally bound 
to base her legislation regarding her Jewish Minority upon the standard 
of justice and tolerance demanded by the Minoritics Treaties. It was 
clear that the matter was regarded as a very great cause by Jews, 
and this has caused the minority in the Agricultural Committee to ask 
whether it. was not possible to find a solution both satisfying to Jews and 
at the same time assuring humane slaughtering. The Committee was of 
opinion that such a solution bad already been found in the proposals 
indicated by Professor Sahsedt by which casting cou!d be so con- 
trived that no pain was caused the animal. The Siiochet’sincision gave at 
most quite trivial pain, and the animal was stunned in an up-to-date 
mauner directly after the incision had been inade.”

Jews and the German “Law. 


Special Berlin Conference. 
our Correspondent. | BERLIN, 


A special conference called by the Central Union of German Citizens 
of the Jewish Faith, held in Berlin last week, was attended by about 
four bundred Jewish jurists, who met to consider the position of German 
Jews under the laws of the country. 


Dr. Brodnitz, President of the Union, was in the Chair. Dr. Jacques 
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Stern read a paper on “ Nationalist Law and State Philosophy,” lh 
he pointed out that any attempt at introducing Nationalist ideas $- 
and the administration of the State would deprive German Jews 0 ~ r 
rights and would be unjustifiable on historical and philosophical ge s. 
Dr. Erich Eyck, in dealing with the attitude of the judicial ie 
towards the Germans and Judaism, quoted many cases of unfair discrimi- 
nation against the Jewish people in Germany. Dr. Bruno Weil spoke of 
the increase in political trials since the revolution in Germany. The 
German Jews, he said, had the right to, and it was their duty to fight for, 
equal rights in law and in fact with all non-Jewish Germans. 


Jewish Problems of Population. 


German Statistician's Views. 


Mr. Jacob Lestschinsky, the well-known Jewish Statistician o 
Berlin. has written a book on “Problems of Population Among the Jews,” 
which is to be published by the International Statistical Publishing 
House in Padua. 

The author savs that it can be definitely asserted that all allegations 
of the degencrat ion of the Jews in the Diaspora are biologically unfounded. 
Branches of the Jewish race may have withered, but the trunk of the 
tree, symbolised by the Jewries of the East, is still sound and fertile. 

“Bast European Jewry,” Mr. Lestschinsky states, “had a natural 
inerease beforethe war Which was not less than the rate of increase of the 
German people. In the eighties of the last century, European Jewry had 
an annual increase of 130,000 to 140,000, and in 1900 the figure was 155,000, 
In 1914. the vear of the war, it fell to 115,000, largely as a result of the 
mass emigration of Jews overseas. West European Jewry has a smaller 
rate of increase than the Jews of Eastern Europe. In the eighties of the 
last century the rate of increase among the East European Jews was 17 
to 18 per thousand: among the Western Jews it was 12to 14. At the 
beginning of the twentieth century it was 17 to 18 per thousand among 
the East European Jews, and among the Western Jews 6 to7. On the 
eve of the war it was 12 to 13 per thousand among the Eastern Jews, and 
2 to 8 among the Western Jews. 

lua period of thirty-five years, from 1880 to 1914, East European 
Jewry, ifthe East European Jews in America are counted, practically 
doubled its numbers. This result was brought about by a very low rate 
of mortality and a comparatively high birth rate. The rate of increase 
was especially favourable among that section of the East. European Jews 
which had cmigrated to America. Biologically, East European Jewry 
can compare with the healthiest and most fertile peoples in Europe. 


The Vazsonyi Murder Trial. | 


Nominal Sentences Imposed. 
‘From our Correspondent.) BUDAPEST. 
The assailants of the late Deputy Wilhelm Vazsonyi who died asa 
result of an attack on him, were tried last week before the Senate of the 
Badapest State Court.. The public prosecutor demanded an appropriate 
pubishment for the prisoners, as Dr. Vazsonyi was, he said, a man of 
undoubted integrity and a prominent politician whose death was deplored 


throughout Hungary. The Court imposed nominal sentences of three 
days’ imprisonment.

The annual meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held 
at the Greenville Hall on Sunday last. Mr. A. Weinronk, President, 
was in the chair. In moving the adoption of the report for 1926, the 
President said that the sum of £293 received in response to the special 
appeal had, in addition to the annual subscriptions and donations which 
amounted to £404, enabled the Board to continne its activities ; although 


the year closed with a debt of about £300 due to th bank. A satisfactory 


feature was the decrease in casual relief to non-residents which dropped 
from £208 in 1925 to £74 in 1926. :

hoped soon, with the assistance of the Jewish Colonisation Association, that 
the branch recently formed in Montevideo would do splendid and much 
needed work, The tra fhe via Montevideo and across the frontiers of Lruguav 
was appalling. They needed branches in Mexico, Central America, Peru, 
Chile and in Egypt, Turkey and the East. But their activities must be 
restricted, since their funds were so limited. 

Speaking for the ** Association Israelite pour la Protection de la Jeune 
Fille,” Mr. A, MAMELSDORFE. of Paris. said that the vreat question was how 
to annihilate or at least reduce all this vice. “ We think.” he said. “ that 
the London Congress should devise some means that would facilitate dis- 
covering the White Slave Traders and all those who endeavour to deliver 
voung girls to vice. Such means as mav be adopted by the London Congress 
shonld he communicated to all organisations for the protection of young 
girls the world over.” 

In the course of her report, Mrs. Korretm ys, of Bucharest, speaking for 
the “ Society for Protection of Girls and Women.” dealt with the economic 
and social conditions of life in Cernauti. the capital of the Bucovina. 
She regretted to Say that the role which Cernauti played in the trathe was 
considerable, and that from the beginning of the war until now nothing was 
done to conquer the evil. A committee. however. was busy trving to 
organise action for protecting Jewish girls and women, and this important 
work was due to the recent visit of their veneral secretary, Mr. S. Cohen. 
The reason, she said, why such an important social problem as the traffic 
im girls and women should remain unnoticed in a town concerned with it con. 
siderably, lav in the economic situation of their country. She also stressed 
the effect of the housing problem on the trathe and said it was economic 
misery which fostered prostitution and the traftic in women. 

Speaking as a delegate of Breslau. Dr. OLLENDORE said he doubted 
whether Jews were widely engaged in the traffic, but he thought it was 
absolutely necessary that the question should be cleared up. 

Mrs. B. Trepricka, of Lod, said a serious problem was that of the deserted 
women in Poland, and she urged the registration of secret marriages by the 
Official orthodox rabbis, and the establishment of free legal assistance. 

The next speaker was Deputy Ros, Meizer (member of the Polish 
Sejm), who, speaking for the Committee for Protection of Girls and Women, 
emphasised two problems :° the first that of deserted women, and the second 
the serious growth of Jewish prostitution in Galicia. (most important 
measure which the Conference ought to consider was the trainimyg of virls 
especially for domestic service. 

Other speakers included Dr. H. Lubinsky, for the “ Latvian Jewish 
(‘ommittee for Protection of Girls and Children’s Home.” Kowno,. and 
Miss Bertha Pappenheim, of Frankfort. 


Territorial and Economic Conditions. 

The afternoon session was presided over by Mr. Eo. Ounere. of Paris, 
and opened with an introductory paper by Mrs. BLANKSTEIN. of Vilna. who 
dealt with the question “To what extent have the chanves. in Territorial 
and Economic Conditions conduced towards the spread of prostitution and 
the Traffie 7’ 

In the course of her paper Mrs. BLANKSTFIN said that one of the causes 
of the increase of the trattic was the change of politic al frontiers. The war 
had done harm, especially to .lews in Eastern Kurope. When peace was 
declared, the homecoming found terrible devastation, and Jews suffered more 
than non-Jews, because among the latter were many agriculturists, whilst 
Jews lived exclusively in towns. The economic results of the war formed 
another factor. She urged yoeational training for girls as a protection 
against the trattickers. It was impossible to ascertain the actual number of 
Jewish cases, 

Dr. Hyamson (New York) said he agreed that the questions which the 
Conference had been called to discuss had to do with the larger questions 
those of poverty, misery and the disorganisation which had followed the 
Creat War. In New York, where he had been living for the last fourteen 
years, he did not think they had that vice to any appreciable extent. This 
was the result of the high wages prevailing. 

Dr. MONTEFIORE said it was no good blinking the fact that there were 
in proportion to their comparatively small numbers in the world too larye a 
number both of Jewish traffickers and Jewish victims. They were unable, 
from thé nature of the case, to provide exact statistics. But those who had 


‘been working in this unholy field knew that many of the traffickers and 


victims were Jews. Their duty in a specifically Jewish assembly was to 
set to work to see what they could do to cure the evil. They should fight 
it in two ways: (1) by Jewish organisations and (2) by taking part in the 
general work that was going on. They must neither extenuate nor 
exaggerate. 

The Curer Rare or THE British Emprke was inclined to think that 
the facts had not been sufficiently brought to their notice. He had lived 
about a quarter of his life in New York city, and had studied the 
conditions there between the vears 1[5i4 and 1914. It was essentia! 
for them to remember that this was not a distinctly Jewish (uestion. It was 
part of the social system. Dr. Hert spoke of the police immunity which 
the traffickers enjoyed and urged better police control. The growth of the 
evil. he said, was largely due to police immunity not only in the little States, 
but in some of the big States. 

The GENERAL SECRETARY Said that there had been no exaggeration. It 
was their duty to fight and to go on fighting until every one of the traffickers 
was eliminated. What they ought to do was to prevent the traffic and make 
the conditions under which ‘Jewish women and girls lived in different countries 
better than they were at the present time. oer 

Haham Dr. Gaster said the reports showed the complete dermoralisation 
which had taken place in all parts of Europe. Poverty and misery were one 
of the causes. Their object should be to get at the root of the evil and to 
see what could be done to prevent the further disintegration-—moral and 
physical—of their people as far as lay in their power. | i

Professor SORERNHEIM, representing the “ Judischer Frauenbund and

homes, and followed them up for a period of at least two years, no matter 
what city they went to, Their careers were watched and employment 
secured for them. The work had been so successful that it had heen used 
as a model by all the organisations of America doing immigration work. 
She also spoke of the good work done by the Jewish Big Sisters in New York. 

Miss Bertua Parrennet (Frankfort) said she was waiting for a new 
Rabhi Gershon, who would free the “ Aguna * of her chains. But she had 
heen told that there was no rabbinical authority which could do it in our 
lays, 

Rabbi Dr. HiLoersnemer (Berlin) said he wanted to dispel the sug- 
vestion made that the Rabbis of Fastern Kurope were indifferent to the 
problem. 

Mrs. PatLA OLLENDORFF opened the discussion on the question ** What 
should be done to spread a knowledge of the dangers of the traffic, of prostitu- 
tion and of immorality generally, amongst young people?" The ignorance, 
she said, prevailing amongst Jews as to the dangers was surprising. Warn. 
ings, she urged, should be uttered by the adolescent movement. by clubs, 
by professional, sport or social associations, and by their Press, Settle. 
ments, homes and centres ought to be multiplied in order tg bring about 
a noble comradeship het ween the ScCxes, * Co-operation,” said Mrs. 
Ollendorif, * between all who interest themse! ves in and are working on 
behalf of public welfare. is indispensable in order to spread the knowledge 
of the dangers that are surrounding us. Quite an independent section of 
social work oucht to consist of pro. ding lodgings. after care of institutionally 
brought-up children, care of mentally unbalanced pupils, sometimes also of 
childten of marriages who are not on friendly terms with the family of the 
parents or with the parents themselves,” The speaker recommended the 
appointment of women police in all countries, and the collaboration of the 
clergy. 

Mrs. Bast Henrroters told the Conference that to her mind the best 
way to yrapple with the evil was to cecupy the spare time of the young people 
profitably, and to give them something to fill the terrible voids which were 
left in their lives by the conditions under which they were forced to live. 

“Tt have always been of the opinion that it is the duty of muthers and 
fathers to speak to young girls and boys,”’ said Mrs. Wetsperc, of Nottingham, 
speaking for the Jewish Welfare Board of America. She mentioned the 
interesting fact that in the Settlements of America the Rabbis and. Ministers 
had been doing wonderful work in speaking to the boy when he reached his 
religious majority and taking the opportunity when coming in close contact 
with him to guide his mind along the most desirable lines. 


The Creation of a Central Fund. 


The afternoon session began with an introductory paper by Mr. Julius 
Becker, of Danzig, on cuestion No. 5, * What Steps should be taken for the 
creation of a Central Fund for Jewish International Work 7” Mr. PEcKER 
said he was very much in favour of the foundation of a National Fund for 
Jewish tnternational Work. He showed from the practical work done in 
Danvir as well as from their regrettably wide experience what their poor 
migrant co-relivionists, especially the women and girls, were exposed to if 
no help was forthcoming. Only international co-operation and the establish- 
ment of a National Fund to which the Jews of all countries should have to 


contribute could atiord the required he Ip lor the work. 


Mr. S, Conen here made the proposal that a Central Fund should be 
created by an appeal to the whole world to contribute. These were questions 
he said, which affected not only EKastern Europe but the Western World 
as well, 

Deputy Rosa Meizer (Lemberg) emphasised the importance of estab- 
lishing centres for domestic training. 

Mrs. SoLoMONs. .{ New York) said that she felt sure they could.look to 
America’s contributing towards the work of the Central Bureau. 

Dr. Monrerione paid a tribute to what he characterised as the mag- 
nificent yenerosiiy of the American Jews as regards the needs of the distressed 
Jews in Eastern Europe. But American Jews rightly demanded a certain 
amount of representation which, he hoped, would be arranged, , 

Mr. Moro made it clear that the Jews of England had contributed 
largely to the International side of the work. 


The League of Nations’ Report. 


The then introduced question Consideration of the 
Keport of the Body of Experts, appointed by the, League of Nations, to 
Investigate the Extent of the Traffic in Women and Children.” 


Mr. Conmen gave an account of the events which led up to the enquiry 


by the League of Nations into the extent of the traffic. Part | of the report, 
said Mr. Cohen, showed that there was undoubtedly a Jewish traffic. No 
matter what reasons were given for its existence, it behoved them to see that 
not a stone was left unturned until they eradicated it. They must fight 
avgainst the evil with all their might: Governments alone could not do 
everything. The voluntary organisations had hitherto created public 
opinion. They had, where their work had been of a practical nature, found 
out cases for the authorities to deal with. They had given protection to 
women and children by means of the supervision of railway stationsand ports, 
and by having places where girls in need of help and advice could come. It was 
principally because they wanted to obtain their co-operation and assistance 
in forging a chain around the world to give practical help and advice to 
women and children that they were met together, and he hoped they would 
resolve to go back to their countries and light such a torch of propaganda 
that every Jewish community would consider it as an essential part of its 
duty to establish an organisation which would be available for every Jewish 
girl, and which would work in the closest co-operation with the Central 
Bureau of the Association in London. 

In the evening the delegates were the guests of Mrs. Leopold de Roths- 
child, who gave an “ At Home” at 5, Hamilton Place, Piccadilly. 

The proceedings on the third and last day were presided over by Dr. 
KLEMPERER, representing the Jiidische Soziale Firsorge, Vienna. <A 
notable visitor was Dame Kachel Crowdy, chief of the Social Section of the 
League of Nations, 

Dr. CLaupk GC. Monteriorne, speaking on the report of the experts, 
asked the delegates not to be too sensitive over the incidental mention in 
that report of Jews and their part in the traffic. ‘ We should show to the 
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outside world,” he declared amid loud applause, “that we are fighting this 
evil.’ 

Rabbi Dr. Scuéxren said he was altaid they exaggerated the “ Jewish- 
ness ’’ of the trade. “He took exception to the statement in the report of the 


experts that “there are not wanting also persons who will prepare false 


documents, alter passports and forge birth or marriage certificates. One 
of these is known as * The Ttabbi.’” He urged the need of strengthening 
the moral and religious observance of the .lewish religion, which was essential 
for the building up again of the old Jewish morality. 

The Secretary rose to make it clear that the policy which had been 
adopted by his own committee and by the committees with which they had 
to work was neither to hide nor to exaggerate anything. Nor did they blurt 
out things undiplomatically. The information gathered was from Government 
agencies, voluntary organisations, and from those in the underworld. Mr. 
COHEN assured the conference that when the actual details of the report 
came to be discussed he would make it clear that no decent, respectable and 
authorised Rabbi would carry out any such thing as that mentioned in 
the report. 

Dame Pacnen Crownpy said she had been asked to bring to that con- 
ference greetinus from the Secretariat of the League of Nations.

Preaching a Holy War. 


THE CHIEF RABBI'S SERMON. 


A special Choral Service, attended by the Delegates, was held at St. 
John’s Wood Synagogue on Friday evening. The Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire delivered a sermon, in the course of which he said : 

We are labouring to regain a Holy Land that even in recent decades 
was still indisputably ours. Ilrefer to the Holiness of the Jewish Home, 
and the immemorial chastity of Jewish manhood and womanhood. 
Without infinite patience, we can never hope successfully ‘to deal with 
the burning scandal of that terrible shame which has called us together 
from so many lands. Sacrifice of time and money and energy is 
required together with laborious organisation which co-ordinates the 
activities of individuals and communities not of one land only, but of 
every shore washed by the waves of Jewish misery. And patience 
is the only beginning of our spiritual equipment for this holy 
warfare. The refusal to be discouraged, and the resolve never to be 
overcome by the forces of this evil. mnust be accompanied by pity, on the 
one hand, for the helpless, wayward, sinful victims of this infamous 
traffic; and, on the other hand, by jealous regard for the Jewish name 
and filial love for the Jewish people. Some Jewish workers, when they 
realise the extent of Jewish participation in this horrible white slave 
traflic, talk as if this world-old evil were specifically Jewish. When this 
is resented, they justify their exaggerations by pleading that one must 
not shrink from telling the trnth and the whole truth concerning Jews and 
things Jewish. But you cannot help people, if you despise them; you 
cannot better them, if you despise yourself. Self-criticism is a rare 
virtue, but, like every other virtue, it can be overdone; and it is being 
overdone in modern Jewry, at any rate. A month ago l had occasion to 
attend a Mansion House meeting of representative men and women of 
the English nation. In the course of that meeting, reference was made 
to the lamentable housing conditions in the poorer parts of large English 
cities. Attention was especially called to a case of two parents and 
seven children living in a single room, twelve feet long and eight feet 
wide. It was freely admitted that the inevitable results of such con- 
ditions were tuberculosis, vice, ‘and crime. But no one at that meeting 
thereupon burst forth into a philippic against England, the: English 
people, or even the English church. If our Jewish critics would but 
think of the tens of thousands of poor Jewish families in Poland, 
Lithuania, and Roumania who live under far worse housing conditions 
than the one-roomed family referred to at that Mansion House meeting, 
the standing wonder in their eyes would be that our masses are as 
healthy, cheerful, and morally sane as they are. The moral life of the 
ordinary Jew and Jewess is still the highest of all the races of mankind, 
and the family life of Israelis still the holiest in the world. We must 
recognise that the rise of this evil in Jewry is largely the result of the 
appalling Jewish poverty in Eastern Europe, aggravated immeasurably 
by the devastations of the war. We must recognise the sinister part 
played by 

POLITICAL INJUSTICE AND ADMINISTRATIVE INIQUITY, 
Think of the inhuman oppression and State-organised demoralisation 
which millions of our brethren endured at the hands of the Tsars. 
Fourteen years ago at the fourth International Congress for the Suppression 
ofthe White Slave Traffic which met in London, I denounced the 
Russian Government, a participant in that Congress, for its infamous 
Yellow Ticket policy. Six millions of my people, I explained to the 
Congress, were huddled together in the Pale of Settlement, and only in 
exceptional instances was permission given to a Jew or Jewess to reside 
outside this narrow Western strip of territory. If, however; any Jewess 
was prepared to apply for a Yellow Ticket and follow a life of shame, 
freedom of movement throughout the Empire was immediately granted 
toher! Again, in New York, which harbours the largest Jewish popula- 
tion in history, housing and political conditions during the years 1890 to 
1910, made that city a world centre of the White Slave Traffic. It 
operated largely among the ignorant and friendless immigrant girls in the 
Jewish quarter, and was conducted with the connivance of the police 
who pocketed a large share of the foul and unholy gain. We are 
now assured that in recent years there has been a complete change 
for the better in American cities. However, the evil consequences 
of the former régime are likely to endure for a long time. 
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All this was before the War. After the War period with its 


towards the Jewish popula- 
tion in the former Pale of Settlement, came the Ukrainian 
pogroms. Need I remind you of the wholesale violation of mothers and 
daughters which was the order of the Gay in connection with nearly 
every massacre. And now that these outbreaks of murder and bestiality 
are things of the past, the economic misery which at one time assumed 
catastrophic proportions, and the rightlessness of the Staatenlose—those 
poor beings who are without nationality, and as aliens are denied the 
opportunity of employment—claim their toll of Jewish victims in the hate 
zones of Eastern Europe. The Secretary of our London Society reports 
the following heart-rending incident : 


“ In Budapest I was present one morning at the headquarters of the Police 
for Morals, when a Jewish orphan girl of nineteen endeavoured to have her 
name registered. The Director is a very sympathetic man who helps to prevent 
young girls taking to such a life. We learned that the dead parents of the 
girl had been natives of that part of Hangary which is now Roumania. She 
has a sister there too. But the girl herself was born in Budapest, and was 
unable to obtain a Roumanian passport unless she could prove nationality. And 
that was now impossible for her todo. ‘There were only two courses open to 
me,’ she said, ‘ either the river or this office.’ " 


These are only some of the terrible forces that have assailed and 
are assailing Jewish womanhood in our generation. They should 


teach us moderation in judgment. In our attempt at equitale distribu- * 


tion of guilt we will not, however, forget the element of punishment. No 
efforts must be spared that due and condign punishment be meted out to 
the malefactors who conduct this traffic, even though we well know that 
these miscreants are themselves merely the human miasma from those 
swamps of despotism, corruption and racial hatred to which we referred. 
It is quite true that everyone of those outcasts has forfeited all claim to 


human pity, that he is a case of ~>y ond “iON ; but, as an old Chassid 
once eal : “ Ah, the infinite pity—of-one who is outside the pale of 
pity!” (De\rachmonus—vuan ein ossur l'rachem olov). In this spirit of 
lovingkindness, and unconquerable faith in the power of loving- 
kindness, will we wage this holy war. Nothing will discourage us. 
NSM “Whoever works for purity "—says our rabbis— 


“can count on Heavenly aid in his sacred enterprise.” And our work 
will proceed on Jewish lines. Alongside the grim social and political 
conditions as causes of the moral ruin of so many young Jewish lives, 
we must reckon the weakening of that religious bond which has kept our 
people free from vice and crime for a score of centuries. We must build 
on religious foundations. Anyone taking part in this work must be 
possessed of both Jewishness and deep spirituality. “I will seek that 
which is lost, and will bring again that which is driven away, and will 
bind that which is broken and will strengthen that which is sick,” says’ 
the Prophet. Only he who has faith in the Divine, faith in Israel, faith 
in the Message entrusted to Israel, can bind and strengthen that which is 
broken in Israel; can effect a lasting change in the thoughts and disposi- 
tions of erring Jewish men and women, and implant noble ambitions, pure 
motives, and holy ideals within their souls.

Without infinite patience. we can never hope successfully to deal with 
the burning scandal of that terrible shame which has called us together 
from so many lands. Sacrifice of time and money and energy is 
required together with laborious organisation which co-ordinates the 
activities of individuals and communities not of one land only, but of 
every shore washed by the waves of Jewish misery. And patience 
is the. only beginning of our spiritual equipment for this holy 
warfare. The refusal to be discouraged, and the resolve never to be 
overcome by the forces of this evil, mmust be accompanied by pity, on the 
one hand, for the helpless, wayward, sinful victims of this Infamous 
traffic; and, on the other hand, by jealous regard for the Jewish name 
and filial love for the Jewish people. Some Jewish workers, when they 
realise the extent of Jewish. participation in this horrible white slave 
traflic, talk as if this world-old evil were specifically Jewish. When this 
is resented, they justify their exaggerations by pleading that one must 
not shrink from telling the truth and the whole truth concerning Jews and 
things Jewish. But you cannot help people, if you despise them; you 
cannot better them, if you despise yourself. Self-criticism is a rare 
Virtue, but, like every other virtue, it can be overdone: and it is being 
overdone in modern Jewry, at any rate. A month ago l had occasion to 
attend a Mansion House meeting of representative men and women of 
the English nation. Inthe course of that meeting, reference was made 
to the lamentable housing conditions in the poorer parts of large English 
cities. Attention was especially called to a case of two parents and 
seven children living in a single room, twelve feet long and eight feet 
wide. It was freely admitted that the inevitable results of such con. 
ditions were tuberculosis, vice, and crime. But no one at that meeting 
thereupon burst forth into a philippic against England, the English 
people, or even the English church. If our Jewish critics would but 
think of the tens of thousands of poor Jewish families in Poland, 
Lithuania, and Roumania who live under far worse housing conditions 
than the one-roomed family referred to at that Mansion House meeting, 
the standing wonder in their eyes .would be that our masses are as 
healthy, cheerful, and morally sane as they are. The moral life of the 
ordinary Jew and Jewess is still the highest of all the races of mankind, 
and the family life of Israel is still the holiest in the world. We must 
recognise that the rise of this evil in Jewry is largely the result of the 
appalling Jewish poverty in Eastern Europe, aggravated immeasurably 
by the devastations of the war. We must recognise the sinister part 
played by 

POLITICAL INJUSTICE AND ADMINISTRATIVE INIQUITY, 
Think of the inhuman oppression and State-organised demoralisation 
Which millions of our brethren endured at the hands of tbe Tsars. 
Fourteen years agoat the fourth International Congress for the Suppression 
ofthe White Slave Traffic which met in London, I: denounced the 
Kussian Government, a participant in that Congress, for its infamous 
Yellow Ticket policy. Six millions of my people, I explained to the 
Congress, were huddled together in the Pale of Settlement, and only in 
exceptional instances was permission given to a Jew or Jewess to reside 
outside this narrow Western strip of territory. If, however; any Jewess 
was prepared to apply for a Yellow Ticket and follow a life of shame, 
freedom of movement throughout the Empire was immediately granted 
to her! Again, in New York, which harbours the largest Jewish popula- 
tion in history, housing and political conditions during the years 1890 to 
1910, made that city a world centre of the White Slave Traffic. It 
operated largely among the ignorant and friendless immigrant girls in the 
Jewish quarter, and was conducted with the connivance of the police 
who pocketed a ge share of the foul and unholy gain. We are 
now assured that‘in recent years there has been a complete change 
for the better in American cities. However, the evil consequences 
of the. former régime are likely to endure for a long time. 
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All this was before the War. After the War period with its 
inevitable and calculated inhumanities towards the Jewish popula- 
tion in the former Pale of Settlement, came the Ukrainian 
pogroms. Need I remind you of the wholesale violation of mothers and 
daughters which was the order of the day in connection with nearly 
cvery massacre. And now that these outbreaks of murder and bestiality 
are things of the past, the economic misery which at one time assumed 
catastrophic proportions, and the rightlessness of the Staatenlose—those 
poor beings who are without nationality, and as aliens are denied the 
opportunity of employment—claim their toll of Jewish victims in the hate 
zones of Eastern Europe. The Secretary of our London Society reports 
the following heart-rending incident : 

“ In Budapest I was present one morning at the headquarters of the Police 
for Morals, when a Jewish orphan girl of nineteen endeavoured to have her 
name registered. The Director is a very sympathetic man who helps to prevent 
young girls taking to sucha life. We learned that the dead parents of the 
girl had been natives of that part of Hungary which is now Roumania. She 
has a sister there too. But the girl herself was born in Budapest, and was 
unable to obtain a Roumanian passport unless she could prove nationality. And 
that was now impossible for her to do. ‘ There were only two courses open to 
me,’ she said, ‘ either the river or this office.’ ” 

These are only some of the terrible forces that have assailed and 
are assailing Jewish womanhood in our generation. They should 
teach us moderation in judgment. In our attempt at equitable distribu- 
tion of guilt we will not, however, forget the element of punishment. No 
efforts must be spared that due and condign punishment be meted out to 
the malefactors who conduct this traffic, even though we well know that 
these miscreants are themselves merely the human miasma from those 
swamps of despotism, corruption and racial hatred to which we referred. 
It is quite true that everyone of those outcasts has forfeited all claim to 
human pity, that he is a case of p>y enad “iON; but, as an old Chassid 
once remarked: “ Ah, the infinite pity—of one who is outside the pale of 
pity!” (Der rachmonus—vun ein ossur I'rachem olov). In this spirit of 
lovingkindness, and unconquerable faith in the power of loving. 
kindness, will we wage this holy war. Nothing will discourage us. 
NSM “Whoever works for purity "--says our rabbis— 
“can count on Heavenly aid in his sacred enterprise.” And our work 
will proceed on Jewish lines. Alongside the grim social and political 
conditions as causes of the moral ruin of so many young Jewish lives, 
we must reckon the weakening of that religious bond which has kept our 
people free from vice and crime for a score of centuries. We must build 
on religious foundations. Anyone taking part in this work must be 
possessed of both Jewishness and deep spirituality. «I will seek that 
which is lost, ahd will bring again that which is driven away, and will 
bind that which is broken and will strengthen that which is sick,” says 
the Prophet. Only he who has faith in the Divine, faith in Israel, faith 
in the Message entrusted to Israel, can bind and strengthen that which is 
broken in Israel; can effect a lasting change in the thoughts and disposi- 
tions of erring Jewish men and women, andimplant noble ambitions, pure 
motives, and holy ideals within their souls.

SEVENTH INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS. 

The Seventh International Congress for the Suppression of the Traffic 
in Women and Children was opened at Caxton Hall on Tuesday. In 
the course of his address to the Congress the Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire said: 

As a.representative of the religion whose prophets first proclaimed 
the holiness of purity to a heathen world, as a spokesman of the com. 
munity which has furnished the first moral crusaders in history, I deem 
it a privilege to be of those chosen to greet this Congress at its opening 
session. The-League of Nations has placed all its prestige and machinery 
at the service of our cause, rightly seeing in the moral sanitation of the 
world one of its noblest tasks. That one circumstance spells the doom of 
the White Slave Traffic. All governments must be induced to enact 
legislation drastic enough to suppress the trafficker. They must all of 
them provide effective and incorruptible police administration to carry 
out that legislation. With the League of Nations on our side, the 
prospects are of the brightest, that all governments will be forced by the 
public opinion of the civilised world to enact that legislation and provide 
efficient police administration for its enforcement. When the traffic shall 
have ceased, the work of this Congress and its affiliated organisations 
will not by any means be at an end. The other grave difficulties 
connected with the evil will still remain. More and more will the peoples 
feel the need for the guidance and education of public opinion. It is the 
noble mission of this Congress, which is the organised and articulate 
conscience of contemporary humanity on this world-old problem, to 
furnish such guidance and education to public opinion. ; 

Other speakers included the Marquess of Aberdeen, the Bishop of 
London, Bishop Talbot, and Dr. Horton. 

At Wednesday's session of the Congress, Mr. 5. COHEN, Secretary of 
the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, proposed 
a resolution, which was accepted in principle and referred to the drafting 
committee, expressing the opinion that the supervision of employment 
agencies could only be satisfactorily carried out where there was registra- 
tion, combined with reasonable inspection and control; and that there 
should be supervision over the conditions contained in contracts entered 
into by young people going abroad for employment.

Mr. L. Eisen, 
the President of the Jewish National Fund Central Office for Great 
Britain, who was in the chair, extended a welcome to Mr. Elias M. 
Iepstein, Secretary of the Head Office in Jerusalem.

American Zionist Conference. 


FORTY OR FIFTY DELEGATES FOR CONGRESS. 


The Thirtieth Annual Conference of the Zionist Organisation of 
America was opened last Sunday at Atlantic City by Mr. Louis Lipsky, 
the President of the Organisation. About seven hundred delegates were 
present from all parts of the country. 

Mr. Lipsky, in his opening speech, dwelt at length on the responsi- 
bilities of the organised American Zionists towards growing Palestine, and 
urged American Zionists to put themselves in a position to formulate their 
views at the forthcoming Zionist Congress. 

It is expected that the Conference will appoint about forty to fifty 
delegates for the Congress. 

Much excitement has been caused at the Convention by rumours of 
the possibility of the return to the American Zionist Organisation of its 
former President, Justice Louis D. Brandeis. A letter, the contents of 
which have not been made public, has been received from Justice Brandeis 
by Mr. Jacob de Haas, formerly Secretary of the Organisation ; and it is 
understood that this communication expresses the writer's willingness to 
lend, through a representative, moral and financial aid to the American 
Zionist leadership. ‘There is a widespread feeling, however, that whereas 
it would be desirable to regain the services of Justice Brandeis, a silent 
leadership by proxy would not be satisfactory. 

Mr. Louis Lipsky, President of the Zionist Organisation of America, 
who was in the chair, admitted that the facts in regard to the administra- 
tion of the Zionist Organisation called for a re-organisation of the Zionist 
offices in New York, London and Jerusalem. He objected, however, to 
the whispering campaign which was now being carried on with the object 
of placing .the Movement under tutelage. The Jewish people, he said, 
could not be declared bankrupt, neither could the Zionist Movement. 
American Zionists would demand at the forthcoming Zionist Congress 
that the right of fixing the budget should be removed to the Executive, 
which would be prohibited from entering into any obligations beyond the 
assured inyYome at its disposal..

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mittee. Count Bernstorff, former German Ambassador to the United 
States, was in the chair. Among the speakers were the State Secretary 
for Foreign ‘Affairs, Mr. Schubert, the Minister of Education, Dr. Becker, 
and Rabbi Baeck. On Tuesday, Dr. Weizmann addressed a gathering at 
the house of Mr. Oscar Wasserman, Director of the Deutsche Bank and 
President of the neutral Keren Hayesod Committee in Germany. 

On Wednesday, Dr. Weizmann was to speak at a big demonstration 
called by the German Zionist Federation. The President of the Federa- 
tion, Mr. Kurt Blumenfeld, was to be in the chair.

CONFERENCE AT MILAN. 

A conference of Zionist representatives in the various towns of Italy 
was held last week in Milan. Dr. Victor Jacobson. the representative in 
Geneva of the Zionist World Organisation, was present at the Conference.

Jews and to reorganise the Keren Hayesod work in Italy. It was also

MR. ORMSBY-GORE ON HEBREW. 

Miss H. Ridleris representing Palestine at the Imperial Education 
Conference now being held in London. Mr. H. E. Bowman, Director of 
Educatioa in Palestinc, addressed the Conference last week. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore, the Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies, who 
was in the chair, in summing up the discussion, said that he thought that 
the vernacular might be used much more than it had been in the past. 
He instanced the case of Hebrew, which had become a living language in 
the schools in Palestine, There was common agreement that vernacalars 
must be used in the first stages of elernentary education. The teaching 
of English was not a means for superseding and suppressing native life, 
but the means whereby native life could be enriched and could express 
itself. Those who were thus taught should remain in touch with their 
communities and should become the leaders of their people. -

aiid Anti-Semite Sentenced.—On May 13th, at Oslo, Dr. 
Koritzinsky, rector of the Kristianssund Hospital, obtained a judgment 
against the anti-Semite, SYLTEN, editor of NATIONALT TIDSKRIFT, in which 
the latter was sentenced to “conditional” punishment of fifty days 
imprisonment. The slander complained of was “declared null and void,” 
and Sylten was ordered to publish the judgment in his own publication, 
to pay 40kr. for a like announcement in another newspaper, and to pay 
400kr. costs. The Court refused Sylten permission to appeal against 
the judgment. Last week, a second action was brought against Sylten by 
a Hungarian tradesman, named Rabinowitz, after an abortive attempt at 
settlement outof court. The defendant complained that Rabinowitz had 
advertised in the local newspapers, at the same time writing articles to 
advertise his goods. He pleaded that another journalist had described 
Rabinowitz’s mode of writing as “ unloyal competition,” but without being 
sued by the plaintiff for libel. Sylten claimed that he had written the 
article complained of to force Jews to keep to the customary trade morals 
of the country. The Court, after hearing evidence, ordered the article 
complained of to be “declared null and voi Pa

Betting Dispute.—In the King’s Bench Division, on Tuesday, Mr, 
Justice Horridge, on a verdict of a special jury, gave judgment with costs 
against Mr. JoHN ARDPN Bort, a clerk, of Manson Place, S.W., who 
claimed from Mr. Alfred Marks, a bookmaker, of Old Bond Street, W., the 
sum of £324, alleged to be the proceeds of a £50 bet om Coronach, less 
£26 which he had lost on two other horses. Mr. Bott said that when he 
asked for the money Mr. Marks requested him to wait for a fewdays. He 
threatened to report the defendant to Tattersall’s as adefaulter. Mr. 
Marks then agreed to pay him as soon as possible. The plaintiff eventu- 
ally agreed to that course, and he now sued on that alleged agreement, 
Mr. Harold Simmons, for Mr. Marks, who denied that he had made such 
an agreement and pleadcd the Gaming Act, submitted that the alleged 
agreement did not amount to a contract. 


£2,000 Damages for Injuries.—On Friday, before the Lord Chief 
Justice and a special jury, Mr. Marks Tibber, a ladies’ tailor, of Lower 
Marsh, Lambeth, was awarded £2,000 damages against Mr. ALBERT 
MERRILL, of Junction Road, Leyton, for personal injuries. Mr. Tibber, 
who was knocked down in Whitechapel Road, on June 4th, 1926, bya 
motor van belonging to the defendant, sustained permanent injury to his 
arm, Which prevented him from following his occupation. 


Alleged Conspiracy.— Before Alderman Sir Harold Moore at the Man- 
sion House last week, SIMON EPSTEIN and NATHAN EPSTEIN, of 5 and 6, 
Great Winchester Street, and Henry James Glynn, 42, of Broad Street 
House, were sum moned by the Jewish Colonial Trust, Limited, of Brook 
H ouse, Walbrook, for having between February Ist and August 31st, 1926, 
conspired together, and with Samson Suwalsky, to defraud the Trust of 
large sums of money. The defendants pleaded “not guilty.” Mr. H. D. 
Roome, for the prosecution, said the two Epsteins were brothers and 
partners in the firm of Messrs. 5. Epstein and Co., bankers, and Glynn was 
a director of a company which carried on the business of foreign exchange 
brokers. They had acted as brokers to the Jewish Colonial Trust for 
about eight years. The Trust had in their employ a young man named 
Samson Suwalsky, who was in their foreign exchange department and 
purchased foreign currencies for clients. Suwalsky was serving a term 
of imprisonment on charges of falsification of accounts involving large 
sums, and the present summonses were the sequel to the recent charges 
against him. The prosecution alleged that the falsification and frauds 
carried out by Suwalsky at the expense of his employers could not have 
been executed without the assistance_of outside persons, and it was the 
allegation of the prosecution that those outside persons were the three 
defendants. After anumber of witnesses had been called, Sir Harold 
Moore adjourned the case, stating that on their passports being surrendered 
to the police the defendants would each be admitted to bail in their own 
recognisances in £500 each. Mr, Harry Myers, solicitor, appeared for 
Messrs. Epstein, and Mr. McClure was counsel for Glynn. 

Cashier Extradited.— Last week, an order for extradition to Switzer- 
land was made by Mr. Fry at Bow Street Police Court, against Oskar 
KESSLER, 34, a cashier employed by the National Bank of Switzerland, 
at Ziirich, on a charge of embezzling 560,000 Swiss francs (about £22,000). 
Kessler was arrested at Victoria Station a month after his arrival from 
Switzerland. When informed of the charge against him he is alleved to 
have replied, * Yes, it is correct. I only brought 12,000 francs with me. 
I left 550,000 francs in Switzerland.”’ He had in his possession just over 
£400 in various currenc ies.

He stated further that the-Poards of the New Steyn and Rand 
Collieries were considering financial proposals to enable the 
starting of active operations on those two properties. 

He added that the Corporation’s investments had lately been 
more widely. scattered, and they had participated with substantial 
profit in financing important mining and industrial undertakings— 
the most important being a substantial interest acquired in- the 
Pheonix Oil and Transport Co, the Board of which one of the 
Directors, Mr. Jacob Frenudenthal, had recently jomed.

The present financial vear 4 started under very favourable auspices, 
the trade returns for April, May and ithe first half of June being 
in excess of all records in the company’s financial history.

Rather a change has come over markets. A few weeks ago it was 
thought that the summer holiday season had set in earlier than usual 
in markets, but conditions of late have proved the probability of better 
business in the immfdiate future. The investment markets are 
gradually recovering from the disappointment regarding the absence 
of anv further reduction in the official value of money. The Bank of 
England continues to lose gold, but it is thought that an advance in 
the bank rate can be avoided until the autumn drain on credits sets 
in. The improved sentiment in this department 1s reflected im other 
sections and speculative business is extending. Much faith is placed 
in a possible improvement of business in the Rhodesian land and 
mining shares. Speculators are acquiring shares in companies which 
are engaged in the growing of tobacco in Rhodesia, Su h companies 
are henetiting from the Mmpire preference on tobacco, and there =e 
distinct chances of improvement in this section. Home industrials 
also are being bought on trade possibilities, and rubber shares are 
cradually returning into favour. Almost the only section of the 
“ House ” to show any decided weakness ts that for oil shares, which 
is under the adverse influence of over-production on the American oil 
fields, 

Courtaulds. 

Rather a feature in the industrial sections at the moment is the buying 
of Courtaulds ordinary sharcs. The company is, of course, in the very 
front rank as an artificial silk producing concern; and its shareholders have 
received large dividends and splendid bonuses in the past. Like most other 
companies, it felt the adverse eiiect of the trading conditions during 1926; 
and the ordinary dividend was reduced, It may be recalled that in July 
of last vear, the interim dividend was Is. 3d. per share tax free, as against 
Is.

The Rubber Outlook. 


Very gradually confidence is being testored in the rubber share market. 
A week or two ago shareholders were much disturkhed by a sudden and 
appreciable fall in the price of the raw commodity. That fall was primarily 
due to extensive propaganda ayainst the Stevenson Restriction Scheme in 
American circles, A statement by the Colonial secretary to the ettect that 
the scheme is not to be tampered with produced a more healthy and 
comfortable feeling in the merket, and to day buyers are returning to the 
rubber share market. It would appear as if a cut in output from the 
controlled areas is exerting the desired «fiect upon the rubber stock position. 
London stocks were reduced last week by 2.408 tons to a total of 64,486 tons. 
They compare, however, with stocks amounting to about 22.7C0 tons at this 
time last vear, so that there is room for further reduction in supplies; although 
it is generally recognised tliat very low London stocks are detrimental to the 


interests of both producers and manufacturers as it makes for an unduly - 


inflated value for the commodity. A better price for rubber than that current 
at present is, however, looked for; and in view of this the shares of many 
producing companies give promise of capital appreciation and substantial 
dividends in the near future. It is necessary for investors to pay attention 
to shares which enjoy a free market at all times. In this connection Bajoe 
Kicdoel shares at £3 each and Grand Central shares at £2 each are worthy of 
consideration. Among smaller-priced issues, Kepong at 9s,, Sarawak at 
6s. 4}d. and Woodend at 3s. $d. may be mentioned favourably.

conveys & message that one has already realised subconsciously, but 
that no effort will bring into the consciousness. “The Spook Sonata ” 


‘fe, to me, profoundly unsatisfying, inasmuch as I could never grasp 


the essence of the idea so strangely presented; but it is at the 
fame time weirdly beautiful and most extraordinarily stimulating. 
The acting is excellent, and Mr. J. B. f#agan’s production could 
hardly be improved upon. Every scene produces and maintains the 
required atmosphere of fantastic gloom. No lover of the serious 
drama should miss this play, although it is, alas, largely spoilt by 
a section of hysterical idiots amdng the audience who giggle at every- 
thing they do not understand, and who hence are rarely silent. 

“The Spook Sonata” is preceded by “The Stronger,” an interest- 
ing and subtle little psychological study with only two characters, one of 
whom does not speak a single word. In “ The Spook Sonata” also there 
are a number of “ thinking parts,” which are nevertheless very important 
add very well done. Let me repeat that “The Spook Sonata” is some- 
thing more than a play; it is a spiritual experience, and one which 
earnest theatregoers cannot afford to miss. 

“THE SPOT ON THE SUN.” 

Immorality in plays consists not so much in the depicting of immoral 
incidents as in the attitude of the author towards them. Judged by this 
standard—or, I should imagine, by any other—" The Spot on the Sun,” 
produced at the Ambassadors this week, is decidedly immoral, or, to 
mlopt the modern jargon, a-moral. Some of the characters are a wealthy 
cad who proposes to buy, first a mother and then her daughter, the 


mother, and a baroness and Rer “dancing partner” whose 
relations are discussed with appalling frankness. Furthermore, 


the humour of the play—and much of it is deliciously humorous 
~-is derived from a “broadminded” tolerance of these wretched 
people and a succession of jeers and sneers at those who believe 
in moral purity. If one can temporarily stupefy one’s moral sense 
into being amused by these creatures without condemning them, 
Mr. John Hastings Turner's comedy will be found witty and well- 
constructed. The lapse into seriousness is, however, ill-advised. The 
central character is obviously a worthless woman, and one finds its 
difficult either to believe in or to care about her sudden access cf scruples. 
Mr. Turner is advocatus diaboli, and that he does his job efficiently is 
not, ethically,a merit. .Thecast is uniformly excellent. Marie Tempest, 
Frank Cellier and Lady Tree are the “stars,” but all the parts are taken 
well-nigh perfectly. 
“THE UNKNOWN WOMAN,” 

“The Unknown Woman,” seen at the “Q” this week, is another of 
the “dope plays” that have been so frequent of late. The work of Grace 
Edwina and Frances Carson, it does not show any very striking originality, 
but is for the most part a soundly cousi:ucted and efficient piece of work. 
Unfortunately it is marred by a last act of unusual weakness, in which 
the good impression previously built up is dissipated in an orgy of cheap 
melodrama. The play is sufficiently well acted; Frances Carson is very 
effective as the “dope fiend,” and Arthur Wontner plays her husband 
with intelligence. Grace Edwin is also good in a smaller part. The play 
is entertaining, but will not make history. LUCIFER.

Jews have always been great travellers, partly because they have. 
been compelled by persecution to wander from country to country and 
partiy because their natural curiosity and enterprise has led them to 
eo forth to the ends of the earth. Among the most celebrated of 
Jewish travellers was Benjamin of Tudela, who lived in the twelfth 
century. He was engaged in his wanderings for about thirteen years, 
and left a vivid description of all that he saw. His travel diary con- 
stitutes a valuable source of information concerning the Jewish 
communities of his time in Furope and the East. He was not very 
critical in regard to some of the information supplied to him, and so 
he recounts stories that we should take with a grain of salt to-day. 
But he never fails to be interesting, and 1 thought you might like to 
hear his account of the discovery of the tombs of the kings, which he 
heard when he was on a visit to Jerusalem. 


FINDING A CAVE. 


All around Jerusalem, Benjamin says, there are lofty monntasas, 
and on Mount Zion are the tombs of the house of Dayid and the tombs 
of the kings that arose after him. The site is, however, no longer 
known on account of an incident that happened, which was as follows: 
Fifteen years ago part of the church which is on Mount Zion subsided 
and the Patriarch directed that stones should be taken from the old 
city walls and the church repaired with them. Men were engaged, 
and twenty labourers were employed in pulling stones out of the wall 
foundations. Among the workmen were two friends who one morning
